Premise* where thi - dreaded disease has 
appeared have been thoroughly fumigated 
and it is gratifying to know tiiat but a very 
few cases have reappeared where fumiga- 
tion lias taken place. 

—A small wooden house on Gardner 
street was the scene of a disgraceful row 
Wednesday afternoon. The premises are 
occupied by Andrew Slamin and J«>hn Ken- 
nedy nnd their families. Tlie place has 
been repeatedly complained <>f, nnd Slamin 
has been in court for maintaining a liquor 
nuisance. People who live in tlie locality 
went to the landlord and entered a com- 
plaint, and he appeared on the scene Wed- 
nesday afternoon and had n talk with Ken- 
nedy. It is supposed that Slamin took of- 
fence and as a result of tlie visit a general 
row ensued, Kennedy getting pretty severe 
punishment. Both men were arrested. 

—Mrs. Mary Hamilton, mother of Mrs. 
W. I). Bickford of Jewett street in tlie 
Watertown district, died at the residence 
of her son-in-law on Monday. She was 
born in New Ipswich, X. H., May 20, 17 * -. 
nnd had reached the advanced age of 93 
years. Capt. Benjamin Simpson of Boston, 
who captured the British vessel Speedwell, 
and carried the prize to Portland. Me., in 
tlie war of 1812, was her father. She was a 
niece of the late Daniel Simpson, tlie vet- 
eran drummer. A lady with remarkable 
memory, -die could narrate all the circum- 
stances relating to her life, ami would al- 
ways amuse a company with reminiscences 
of “tlie olden time.” Many relatives ami 
friends will mourn her loss and consider 
hers a well spent life, and one worthy of 
being held as an example to those ‘she 
leaves behind. 

—Newton has 4,201 children between the 
ages of 5 and 15 years, an increase of 114 
over 1H8S. Ward Three leads with an in- 
crease of 41. Ward Two second with 27, 
Ward One 24, Ward Five 21, Ward Six 12 , 
Ward Four 11 and Ward Seven has lost 22, 
and has also the smallest number of chil- 
dren of any ward in the city. 293, which is 
nearly doubled by Ward Five, the next 
smallest ward, which has 553, while all 
the other wards have over GOO and Ward 
Two hns the largest number, 795, nearly 
three times as many as Ward Seven. Al- 
though one of the richest wards in the 
city, most of the residents in the ward 
have large estates and their children have 
grown up and moved away. It has never 
been popular as a place of residence for 
young married people, »s there are com- 
paratively few moderate priced houses, but 
the cutting up of the Silsbee estate and tlie 
other building schemes now talked of in tlie 
ward may make a change in this respect. 


KILLED AT WEST NEWTON. 


A MAN STRUCK BY A FAST EXPRESS. 


Dinuis McKinnon, about 35 years of 
age, was struck by tlie 4 o'clock New 
York limited express from Boston, on 
the Boston & Albany railroad, at the 
Highland street crossing, West Newtou, 
yesterday afternoon and instantly killed. 
He was thrown nearly 100 feet and re- 
ceived a terrible blow oh the head, frac- 
turing the skull and breaking the jaw. 
Many bones were broken, although the 
body was not mutilated. The deceased 
was a native of Grove’s Point, Cape 
Breton, and worked at the carpentry 
trade in East Boston. Ho went to West 
Newton to visit his sister, employed as a 
domestic iu the family of Colonel Leon- 
ard. who resides on Washington street. 
It is supposed that lie got off the local 
passenger train and started to walk 
across the tracks, uot noticing the ap- 
proach of the express train. The body 
was viewed by Medical Examiuer Mead, 
and subsequently taken iu charge of his 
relatives.

REV. PLEASANT IIL NTER RESIGNS 

HK ACT HITS A CALL TO A PASTORATE IJT 
NEWARK, X. J. 

Rev. Pleasant Hunter, Jr., the pastor 
of the Central Congregational church, 
Xewtonville, has accepted tlie call to tho 
pa.storato of tho Second Piesbyterian 
church in Newark, X. J. His laborn in 
this city have been eminently successful 
and his departure to another field of 
Christian work will be not only sincerely 
regretted by the members of his congre- 
gation, but by citizens generally iu all 
parts of the city. Mr. Hunter's genial 
qualities have endeared him to his 
people and his efforts in behalf of tom- 
perauce ami morality have rendered his 
influence of great value in this com- 
munity. The following is the text of 
his letter of resignation which lie read 
from the pulpit at the close of the ser- 
vices last Sunday: 

TO THE CKXTKAL COXOBEOATIOXAL CflCECH 

AND SOCJETT OF N EWTOXVILLE, 

Lear Brethren. You have all doubtless 
heard tiiat the Second Presbyterian 
church of Newark, N. J., lias extended 
to me a call to become its pastor and 
teacher.. I have given the matter a most 
careful and prayerful consideration and 
iiave come to feel that it is my duty to 
accept the same. I therefore resign the 
pastorate of this church which you com- 
mitted to me iu Oct. ’80, and ask that 
you unite with me in calling a council 
to dissolve tlie ecclesiastical relation ex- 
isting between us. If aggreable, I wish 
that this resignation might take effect at 
the close of my third year of labor with 
you, which is Wet. 1st. 

I doubt very much if anyone here 
knows how hard it has been to discover 
as to just what my duty was and what 
it costs me to take this action. 

Had I consulted my own feelings I 
would in the beginning have dismissed 
the call with an emphatic No. But as a 
servant of Christ I could not think of al- 
lowing my own feelings to be my guide 
in so serious a matter. I therefore 
sought to know as to what was my Mas- 
ter’s will. My interpretation of that 
will is as above given— which is that I 
go and work in another part of his vine- 
yard. 

I thank you all most heartily for your 
kindness. You have made my stay 
among you a most delightful one. No 
•me here can regret its brevity more 
than myself. I had hoped to spend 
much more time with you but it seems 
to be ordered otherwise. 

I shall think of you often and always 
pleasantly. 

The ecclesiastical tie that binds us to- 
gether may indeed be severed, but no 
action of Church or council can ever dis- 
solve the friendships which have been 
formed during the last three years aud 
which I have come to regard as among 
my choicest treasures. The time never 
will come when I shall uot be deeply in- 
terested in this Church and in every at- 
tendant upon its services. Your pros- 
perity will ever be a cause for rejoicing. 
There are many to whom I have minister- 
ed duriug these three years who have 
uot yet declared their faith in Christ as 
a personal Saviour. For all such 1 shall 
pray as earnestly in the future as in the 
past. 

“I have a Saviour, He’s pleading in glory. 

A dear, loving Saviour tho’ earth Irieuda be 
few; 

And now He is watching in tendernes* o'er me. 

And Oh! that uiv Saviour were your Savi -ur 
too!" 

My parting prayer is that you will 
unite your hearts in asking that theGreat 
Head of the Church send you a Shepherd 
of his own choosing, who shall lead you 
out into the green pastures of thought 
aud feeling and life.

Steam Storage Power Car, 

• The “power car,’* which ia appearance 
resembles the grip car Oh the cable roads, 
now being built by tlie Pullman Palace 
Car Company of Chicago, will be in 
practical operation, with street cars at- 
tached, iu September. It is believed 
that this system of storing steam will 
completely revolutionize the tnanuet of 
usiug steam for power, and that no in- 
vention relating to the application of 
steam has beeu introduced for the past 
quarter of a ceutury which can compare 
with this iu its value to the general pub- 
lic. Rapid and wonderful progress has 
been made in the developemeut of elec- 
trical appliances for motive power dur- 
ing the past few years, but it is a very 
significant fact that the foundation >f 
electric power is steam, except where 
water power is available; hence it would 
seem to be conclusive that steam must 
rank tir>t, electricity second, and such 
must continue to be their respective po- 
sitiins until some new method shall be 
discovered for the production of the elec- 
tric current without the aid of steam aud 
at a less cost per horse power.

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PICTURESQUE NEW ENGLAND.

j)ORTHERN New England is the 
summer park of America. Amid 
MJ its grand and beautiful scenery, 
of mountain and lake, forest 
and intervale, beach and bay, the nervous 
and weary American llnds his annual 
rest and recuperation, absorbing, by all 
liis senses. I lie deep contentment of the 
scene, and storing up strength of body 
and pleasures of memory against the 
coming season of stress and storm. 

The system of park-roads covering 
this great four-State pleasure-ground of 
the republic is the Bostou A Maine 


Whitcfleld’s grave. Look from the 
bridge down t»» where the great Merri- 
mac flows into the sea, past the light- 
houses and ruined fort. 

Next it is a score of miles of Now 
Hampshire that the line crosses, amid 
villagi s nestling under immemoral elms, 
and brimming salt-marshes, overlooked 
by the vivid blue sea. and the hotels of 
Hampton and Rye. Portsmouth next 
appears in a rosy aureole of poetry and 
legend, with Newcastle and Kittery, anil 
the renowned Isles of shoals far out in 
the ocean. Another branch whirls away 
along the beaches ami headlands of 
York. Up the coast looms the blue 
mountain of Agamenticus; and then 
comes the beach of Wells. From Kcnne- 
luink a branch runs out along the sea- 
marshes and sandy benches to Kenne- 
bunkport, with its sheltering Capo 
Arundel studded with summer hotels. 

Another run brings us to Saco river, 
flowing down from the far-away White 



Railroad, with its northern and eastern 
connections and branches, winding 
around the coast and through the 
mountain-passes for many hundreds of 
miles. Perfect in equipment and liberal 
in [management, this great company 
covers the central and northeastern 
counties of Massachusetts with its net 
work of rails, and controls the traffic to 
the White Mountains and the lovely lake 
country of New Hampshire, and the 
coast of Maine for a great distance. 
Swift express trains, parlor cars, and 
all the possible luxuries of travel are 
provided for tourists ou this great sys- 
tem of railways, and so the task of ex- 
ploring northern New England, or seek- 
ing a congenial summer-home, becomes 
a positive pleasure. The main lines 
traverse the country on roadbeds and 
over bridges of Homan strength and se- 
curity ; and on either side frequent 
branch lines diverge, wandering out on 
breezy and spray-swept capes, where 
Old Eastern Point tlie schooners round. 

And leave Capo Ann on the larboard lee; 
or winding up the long valleys of moun- 
tain streams, 


The first fifty miles of the shore route 
running eastward from Boston traverses a 
region more richly endowed with liistury, 


Mountains and here bordered by Bidde- 
ford and Saco. Along the crest of Old 
Orchard Beach the train next rolls, and ! 
between the many hotels wo may see 
the great breakers crushing down on the 
sand. Pine Point and Scarborough lie 
beyond, and then comes Portland, the 
lovely Forest City, Longfellow’s birth- 
place, overlooking the exquisite archi- 
pelago of Casco Bay. Beyond opens the 
wonderful coast of Maine, — Harpswell 
and Popliara, Penobscot Bay and Mount 
Desert, and hundreds of summer-haun- 
ted beaches, coves and islands. 

The western route to Portland leads 
for many miles through the lovely 
country around the Middlesex Fells, by 
the city of Malden and the handsome 
modern suburb of Melrose; and Wake- 
field, famous for its rattan ware; and 
Heading, a venerable Puritan town; and 
Andover, the seat of the world-renowned 
theological seminary of the Congre- 
gationalists. Now we come in sight of a 
vast line of brick factories, across a 
broad river. This is the famous city of 
Lawrence, on the Merrimao, and down 
that beautiful stream we go, until we 
cross it, at the old academy-town of 
I Bradford, and enter the busy modern 
manufacturing city of Haverhill, the 
birthplace of Whittier. Next follows 
Exeter, buried under elms, and every-

lands of Winnipesaukee, and Lake George 
coufd wish for its blue mountain vistas, 
and Yellowstone could sigh for its sweet 
and tranquil farmlands. 

Sunapee lake lies among the biglil mds 
of Sullivan County, eleven hundred feet 
above the sea, nine miles long, and vnrv- 




poetry and legends than any other in 
America, and also abounding in the 
grandeur of ocean scenery, and the 
quaintness of ancient seaports and har- 
bors famous in naval and East Indian 
annals. Running out of the Puritan 
City, under the golden dome of the State 
House, you pass within sight of Bunker 
Hill Monument and the navy yard, and 
the great cities of Cambridge, Somerville 
and Chelsea. For miles the blue sea 
fills the eastern horizon, as you cross the 
salt marshes to Lynn. Oil' shore you see 
Nahant and Egg Rock, and an ocean 
pl*\n that is not broken until the shores 
of Europe rise above it. Out on the 
point beyond the many summer villas 
and hotels of Swampscott, quaint old 
Marblehead crouches round its little 
\\ irbor, with the sea roaring outside. 
The gray °Id houses of Salem come into 
view, recalling the old-time knights of 


where known for its Phillips Academy, 
now more than a century old, and tlie 
school of Webster, Eferett, Cass, Ban- 
croft, and many other famous men. An- 
other run by several lonely rural sta- 
tions, wide pastures, leagues of stone 
wall, and bits of forest leads to Dover, 
connection for Alton Bay on Lake Wiu- 
j uepesaukee with Str.

Among the many natural beauties of 
New England, its lakes and streams 
command a noble and conspicuous place. 
From the placid loveliness of the low- 
land ponds, environed by grassy hills 
and rich farmlands, to the wild pictur- 
esqueness of the far northern lakes, 
where the weird cry of the loon is heard

As one who is most familiar with the 
region lias said: “The scenery of Mem- 
phremagog is incisive, vigorous, robust. 
Its features are distinct, salient, charac- 
teristic. It cannot claim, like Winnipe- 
saukee, a wealth of island jewelry, but 
the brooch and studs it wears are enough 
to adorn without destroying the unity of 
its shining bosom. Its shores are heavi- 
ly wooded, and for the most part hold 
and rugged, but at times gently subsid- 
ing into sloping beaches.” 

But it would ho impossible within the 
space at command to enter into detail re- 
garding all tho lake charms that lie to 
the northward of Boston. There is 
Champlain, a a sapphire-paved amphithe- 
atre betwcon tlie ranges of the Adiron- 
dacks and the Green Mountains; Wil- 
loughby, which deserves to be known as 
the Vermont water gap; and then St. 
John, Connecticut, Parmachcence, the 
Uangeleys. Sebago, and Moosehcad— all 
these are reachod by the outlying branch- 


tho Connecticut valley, the west side of 
the White Mountains and tho great cities 
of Canada. Beyond Winchester, Woburn 
and Billerica it strikes tho mountain- 
horn Merimacat the famous City of Spin- 
dles, Lowell, and ascends the beautiful 
valley of the river to Nashua, Manches- 
ter and Concord, and beyond to the ex- 
quisite intervales of the Pemigewasset at 
Plymouth, and we may follow that poetic 
stream by a branch railway, high up into 
the Franconia Mountains. Tho main line 
runs from Plymouth up into tho Moosi- 
lauke country; then down on tlie Para- 
dise-like Connecticut meadows about 
Haverhill and Newbury, and up tho Am- 
monoosuc glen by Bath and Lisbon, to 
Littleton and its summer hotels. 

The page is nearly filled, and yet many 
regions of interest near and far along tlie 
lines of the far-spreading Boston and 
Maine system have not even been touched 
upon. But at least brief mention must he 
made of the pleasant hill country of 



cs of tho Boston A Maine and excursions 
are arranged in such a way as to give tlie 
tourist the greatest liberty in choice of 
route, while the expeuso is reduced to a 
minimum. 

The favorite route to tho White Moun- 
tains follows tlie beautiful seashore line 
through Lynn and Salem, Newburyport 
and Portsmouth, and then bends off and 
traverses the lowlands of New Hamp- 
shire and the pond-towns of Milton and 
Wakefield, and so reaches the lovely 
shores of Lake Winnipesnukee and the 
shadows of the Ossipee Mountains, and 
tlie magnificent alpine wall of tho Sand- 
wich and Tamworth glens. The majes- 
tic rocky peak of Chocorua, purple and 
white and silver-gray, looms on tlie left 
of the route for a long time, and the 
beautiful expanse of Silver Lake glim- 
mers on tlie right. And so we pass on 
into the Saco Valley, tlie royal gateway of 
tho White Mountains, up whoso far vistas 
appear tlie dim blue peaks of Mount 
Washington and his comrade giants of 


southern New Hampshire, around Mou- 
ndnock and Kearsarge; of central Massa- 
chusetts and the idyllic beauties of tlie 
Connecticut valley; of tho unfamiliar 
grandeur of the northern Green Moun- 
tains from St. Johnsbury to Lako Cham- 
plain; of the quaint foreign ways of 
Montreal and Quebec; of the mountains 
and lakes and Norway-like fiords of 
“hundred-harbored Maine.” 

If, however, the reader is sufficiently 
interested to pursue further a study of 
all these different localities and routes, 
the means are at hand for that most 
agreeable undertaking. The passenger 
department of the Boston A Maine Rail- 
road lias issued a triad of exquisitely 
printed volumes, all bountifully illus- 
trated and equipped with useful indexes.

In 1862 the first lire alarm was sound- 
ed ny electricity in the city of Boston; 
to-day nearly three hundred cities and 
towns arc warned of fire by tlio same 
mysterious agent. But this wonderful 
extension of the system of electric fire- 
alarms is less remarkable than the pro- 
gress shown by a comparison of the 
simplicity, perfection, and ingenuity of 
the mechanism now in use, with the 
first rude beginnings nearly forty years 

A fire is discovered in a village store 
Tlio clerk takes down tv key from a nail 
behind the door, runs a couplo of rods 
up the street, opens the iron door of the 
lire alarm box, and pulls a lever. The 
work is doue— somewhat of man’s intel- 
ligence lias been built into that box. In 
a "moment, in a dozen or more buildings 
miles away and in a dozen different di- 
rections, gongs are ringing and num- 
bered cards aro displayed. Ear and eyo 
tell bund reds of bravo men that there is 
a call for help, and almost before the 
runner is at the store again those men 
are lighting the llames. Let the light- 
ning strike the pole, let tlio wires of 
telegraph, or telephone, or electric light 
company fall across the fire-wires, let 
some accident injure the works within 
the iron case, let moth or rust or decay 
attack them, let an incendiary fell a pole 
or cut a connection— let what hnpppen 
may — that little iron box holds within 
itsulf a marvellous power which will 
either cure its own hurt, or send word 
at once to every station in the city; — “I 
am number 07 — something is wrong — 
help me.” Right hero in Newton we 
make these magical boxes— here are 
brass and iron and steel and German- 
silver and gold,— here are wood and 
rubber and glass and garnets and silk— 
here are punching and planing, turning 
and testing, cutting and grinding and 
boring and sawing — hero aro wheels and 
pinions and belts aud screws— here are 
eighty busy, skillful mechanics making 
apparatus to save property, perhaps hu- 
man lives, in Texas or Oregon. Whero 
there is so much of interest in each sep- 
arate part, and so much of wonder in 
the completed result, it is hard to stop 
with suggestion only. , , A 

To speak Iruly, it is rather absurd to 
talk about Tariff Protection to the 
Gamewell company. It reminds us of 
the little hole which Sir Isaac Newton 
made for the kitten, after making a 
largo one for tlio cat. Tlio Gamewell 
company has patents in this country and 
in England, which make a wall about it 
more than soven times higher than the 
Tariff. Reduce the Tariff, or abolish it, 
and the •‘Gamewell” will go on; and 
when we consider how far behind us the 
French and German and English aro in 
electric appliances, it is safe to say that 
were patent-rights and tariff-wrongs re- 
moved to-day, the only competition that 
could affect this company would bo the 
competition of AMERICAN enterprise 
and ingenuity. So we might stop here, 
but it is fair perhaps to ourselves to 
show that a reduction of Tariff rates not 
only would not. be harmful, but on the 
contrary would be actually helpful. 

Brass, iron, and steel are the three 
materials used most largely in this man- 
ufacture— aud free iron oro and free 
copper will give the shop at Newton 
Highlands these materials at much low- 
er rates than it can get them to-day. 
This would be tlio greatest saving. 
Some other material— as wood and glass 
— would also be cheapened by Tariff re- 
duction, and though the gain would be 
very slight, every little counts. In the 
matter of repairs the company would 
save expense also — we think, wo showed 
that clearly last week in regard to the 
Lower Falls Paper mill— and the same is 
true of any mill or factory. Now con- 
sider a moment these two facts and 
what must result from them;— 1. Near- 
ly three hundred communities use the 
alarm-boxes and signals furnished by 
this company. From every quarter 
comes commendation; each town or city 
annually adds now boxes to its system. 
(Newton adds a few every year.) 

2.— A reduction of tlio Tariff will ena- 
ble tlio company to lower its price.— 

“Newton” himself will admit that 

the market will be— must be — better. 

We see then that there is a gain for 
the company— cheaper raw materials 
and a larger market. But the public has 
gained, also, for everywhere cities are 
putting up live boxes instead of three, or 
three instead of one, oi one instead of 
none. And how about tlio eighty work- 
men — will the compaey attempt to re- 
duce their wages in the face of now and 
enlarged orders? Scarcely. To do tlio 
extra work new workmen must bo 
called for, and a demand for more 

HELI* ALWAYS TENDS TO RAISE WAGES. 

To conclude: — A reduction of the Tariff, 
such as the club advocated, would help — 

1. The Gamewell company; by caus- 
ing a decrease in expenses and an in- 
crease of orders; 

2. Tlio workmen of the company; by 
causing a greater demand for labor 
which always tends to strengthen wages; 

y. Tlio public, because they would get 
more protection from lire with an equal 
expenditure of money. 


Ail Inquiry into Kit'kup. 

In a communication to the Graphic last 
week Mr. Gardiner with childlike naivete 
remarks : 

“Until these gentlemen were unwise 
enough to reply to “Newton,” I had sup- 
posed that they considered free trade a 
panacea. It appears that they consider 
that it may he a dangerous and destructive 
poison.” 

Mr. Gardiner’s opinion us to our beliefs 
until wo were “unwise enough to reply to 
Newton” is ignorant enough, hut of his con- 
version, we can only soy, “the last state 
of that man is worse than the first.” In re- 
gard to Newton’s industries we do not hes- 
itate to stutc our position plainly: 

Wo believe that a wise measure of Tariff 
Reform, (free raw materials and substan- 
tial reduction upon the necessities of 
life,) would cause a prompt aud ultimately 
very great improvement in the industrial, 
social, political, and moral life of this great 
nation of which Newton Is a part. Re- 
lieving that, wo shall forward the cause 
of the reform even If it shuts every factory 
within our city borders. It that be treason, 
make the most of it. Mcuuwhilc, he who 
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reads this column from week to week will 
find good reason to conclude that Newton’s 
Industries fear not Tariff Reform, but rath- 
er look forward to it In hopefulness. 

But Klrkup, we are assured, agrees not 
with us. Who Is Klrkup? Never mind ; 
lotus hear what he says. Mr. Gardiner 
quotes three passages correctly. 

From page 7fi he quotes a passage about 
cheapness to which we assent at once. 
Klrkup perhaps “does not ngree with” us, 
hut we' agree with Klrkup,— “After all, 
cheapness is only one of the conditions of 
well being.” From pages 27 and U Mr. 
Gardiner quotes passages to show that 
English “Industrial supremacy whitened 
the plains (of India) with the hones of the 
cottage weavers;” aud that in England 
there is a host of workers divorced from 
land and capital, and that this is the result 
of the industrial revolution and of that 
marvellous supremacy in the markets of 
the world of which the English are proud. 
Mr. Gardiner seems to Imply that England’s 
free trade is the cause of this. Mr. Klrkup 
makes no such statement anywhere. In 
the ink pages oftho Inquiry into Socialism 
he scarcely mentions either protection or 
free trade. The unfortunate condition of 
the wage-earners he considers to he the re- 
sults of what lie calls the wage-system, the 
power of capital, the Invention of machin- 
ery, and the principle of competition. Kirk- 
up does not confine the evils he sees to his 
own country by any mean- 

“In the United States this process of 
“struggle goes forward with an intensity 
“which even in this country is hardly 
“known. . . . Can we wonder that the 
“industrial development is one of competi 
“tion resulting in the ruin of capitalists 
“and workmen, and of combination teml- 
“ing to monopoly?” (Page OH.) 

Klrkup denounces the wage system the 
world over, and his cure is— Socialism. But 
he has one paragraph about free trade; let 
us hear it:— 

“In Economics the great teacher of free- 
“doin was Adam Smith, with whom it was 
“no mere formula, but the well considered 
“result of wide research into the circum- 
“stancesof his own and of preceding times, 
“and therefore maintained with constant 
“reference to fact; it was a philosophic 
“principle verified and limited by history. 
“Ilis exposition of the principle was founu- 
“ed on inductive evidence that the true in- 
terests of men and nations suffered from 
"industrial and commercial restraints. 
“Those restraints had been imposed by the 
“short sighted and selfish policy of classes 
“and nations. . . . No wonder that the 
“principles of Adam Smith were by clear- 
sighted and progressive men hailed as the 
“true and seasonable word for the new era. 
“. . . The repeal of the corn laws in I c 4 i> 
“and the accompanying legislation marked 
“the detiinite triumph of the revolutionary 
“forces embodied in modern industry. . . 
“Freedom was undoubtedly one of the 
“greatest gains of the new era, personal 
“and political freedom, freedom of con- 
science. freedom of trade. . . . But 
“even with the gift of freedom the lot of 
“the worker was exceedingly bad. . . . 

“Vet it was better than the old system, and 
“the beginning of better.” (pp. 60—51—52 
—53.) 

Mr. Gardiner says Kirkup does not agree 
with us. Are we to infer that Mr. Kirkup 
and Mr. Gardiner do agree?

“The political capital that is needed is 
that which is engendered by the respect 
that the citizen teels for an Administra- 
tion which refuses to remove competent 
men from minor offices because of their 
political faith.” 

The Journal’s editorials of late have 
showed a good deal of vigor and frank- 
ness, and it will be in danger of lcadiug 
instead of following its party if it contin- 
ues.

THE TAX ON IRON. 

Hon. Peleu McFarlin, treasurer of the 
Ellis Foundry Company, South Carver, 
ami a firm believer in protection, is not 
afraid to answer the queries of the Unit- 
ed Question clubs, and in a letter which 
appeared iu the Boston Herald, he shows 
that the manufacturers of New England 
are awaking to the necessity of caring 
lor themselves.

There has beeu a silly attempt made 
to prove that the overseers of the poor 
were doing something illegal in buying 
goods of Councilman Moody at Lower 
Falls, he being a member of the City 
Government. As a matter of fact the 
question was referred to the City So- 
licitor at the beginning of the pres- 
ent year, aud he decided that 
there was no possible objec- 
tion to buying supplies for the almshouse 
from Mr. Moody. Mr. Moody’s store is 
couvenient to the almshouse, he has 
never been charged with not furnishing 
honest goods at satisfactory prices,nnd we 
have it on the authority of the writer of 
the article iu question that the city 
ought to patronize home merchants as 
well as printers.

Witli a series of interesting con- 
tests it is hoped to warm up tlie interest 
of tlie people here, nnd, in fact, arouse 
them to such an extent tliat they will go to 
see tlie games, gladly parting witli their 
nickels with a sense of value received. It 
is, of course, a serious undertaking in this 
city, but witli good management tlie scheme 
may prove successful. 

—A visitor from tlie city of Somerville, a 
tormer member of the city council in tliat 
p lace.exnressed his surprise at tlie poorly 
arranged police station in this place. One 
cannot blame him for ids expression of 
honest criticism, for tlie Garden City. boast- 
ing of its well kept roads, its excellent 
schools, its well equipped fire department 
and its many other advantages, is far be- 
hind cities of about tlie same lumber of In- 
habitants. Tlie central police station is 
merely a lock-up nnd a poor one at tliat, 
and the office arrangements are certainly 
very unsatisfactory. Newton needs a 
suitable building for a police station anil 
tlie necessity becomes more apparent with 
the constant growtli of tlie city. In a 
short time tlie patrol force of the city must 
lie increased at least one-third, in order to 
bring about a continual police protection. 
This can only be accomplished by an ad- 
ditional number of patrolmen. It will be 
necessary for the men on tlie first morning 
relief, usually called outnt 1 a.m., to sleep 
in the station, which even now is hardly 
large enough to aceommodate tin* lodgers 
and prisoners. A suitable building is 
therefore needed and must be provided for 
in the near future. 

—Mr. Samuel A. Langley, officer of tlie 
day in Charles Ward Post 02, G. A. R., lias 
recently moved into a new house on Mar- 
gin street, and his comrades of the post 
determined to give him n house warming. 
Shortly after 7 o’clock Wednesday evening, 
one of ids comrades called at Mr. Langley’s 
bouse and induced him to take a pleasant 
ride to Weston. In tlie meantime a com- 
pany of .TO of ids comrades assembled at 
his house, and upon Mr. Langley’s return 
he was greeted by many friends. He was 
completely surprised, and was more than 
astonished when Commander Whitney 
stepped forward and in behalf of tlie com- 
rades of the post, presented him with $100 
in gold, expressing the good wishes of his 
friends, who hoped for his long continued 
happiness nnd prosperity. Mr. Langley 
responded appropriately, and remarks fol- 
lowed by Senior Vice-Commander Fiske, 
Junior Vice Sweetlnnd, Adjutant Gott, 
(Quartermaster Stiles, Chaplain Morse, 
Past Commanders Downs and Vassal. 
Capt. S. E. Howard, Mr. Shepard nnd 
Prof. Brngdon of Lasell Seminary, Com- 
rades Hopkins.Sears. Owens, and others. 
Adjutant Gott and Comrade Bradshaw 
read poems, and war songs were rendered 
by the veterans. The company then en- 
joyed tlie usual pleasant social features 
and partook of refreshments. Mr, Lang- 
ley was nlso tlie recipient of a beautiful 
bnquet, the gift of Mrs. Benjamin Hop- 
kins. 

—Rev. Dr. Fnunee of Washington, D. C., 
who has been called to West Newton Bap- 
tist church, is snid to be famous for Ills 
frankness, and judging from a passage 
from his farewell sermon in Washington, 
he is the kind of pastor which any church 
ought to be glad to have. It is good solid 
doctrine and in the line which a pastor 
who does ids duty must follow, and for do- 
ing which lie gains the respect of ids peo- 
ple. In his farewell to ills people on Sun- 
day he said : ‘‘When 1 came among you, a 
little more than eight years since, to preach 
the gospel of tills grace of God, it was witli 
tlie intention of a limited pastorate, for it 
bus always been my belief that a minister 
could be more free aud frauk and honest if 
lie should put aside all thought of making 
in a church a permanent home for himself ; 
tliat by such a limitation lie could afford to 
be a braver man in private rebuke and 
public utterance; that he could afford, if 
need be, to make an occasional enemy by 
Christian plainness. 1 can claim,” lie eou- 
tinued, "not to my own praise, but to that 
of God’s grace, that he lias enabled me to 
be faithful to my honest convictions ; that 
never for any man, high or low, in or out 
of the church, lias there beeu the slightest 
suppression of the truth ; that when any of 
you have needed to be told in private that 
you were getting astray in any error or 
wauderiug into any sin, I have not failed, 
when I have seen it my duty, to tell you of 
tlie mistake ami tlie wrong, it mav lie 
tliat tills is not tlie way to gain a cheap 
popularity, but it is the way to discharge a 
solemn promise recorded in Heaven. A 
cheap popularity can be gained by favoring 
looseness of doctrine and of living." 

Dr. Elisliu F. Thayer, for many years a 

( imminent veterinary surgeon, died at 
lis residence on Watertown street, Mon- 
day evening. The deceased had been in 
falling health for some time. About 
10 years ago he hud a stroke of paralysis 
and he had never fully recovered from the 
effects of the shock. Dr. Thayer was born 
in Dedliam aud wus 7.1 years of age. 
Many years ago lie Wept the livery stable 
lu \\e-<t Newton, now owned by Mr. Steph- 
en F. Cato. He wm always attached to 
unliuals au<l was a lover of horses. When 
he disposed of his livery stable, he com- 
menced Ids professional studies uud was 
the pupil of Dr. wood. Ho studied In 
Glusgow uud Loudon uud became' a special 
pupil of Prof. Gumgee. oue of tlie most 
pmmiueut veterinary surgeons in Europe. 
Returning to this country, lie commenced 


to practice nnd wn<* verv successful, soon 
acquiring n prominent place In id* profes- 
sion. it \\«' his ni in to elevate the nm- 
f Fusion In this country and hewn* one of the 
few men who labored zealously to secure 
proper school* and college* where young 
men could receive necessary instruction, 
nnd acquire the knowledge for successfully 
entering the field as veterinary surgeons, 
the colleges at that time making no special 
provision for such students. 'I hrougli Ids 
effort-* assisted by a few others, such 
schools were established, but tlie gradu- 
ates, strange to *ny, quite looked down 
upon Dr. Thayer and Ids associates lie- 
cause they had never received a diploma. 
His ability in his profession needed no 
siieb recognition however, his reputation 
having been firmly established. He served 
on the Massachusetts cattle commission 
over 29 years. Among Ids colleagues during 
this time were Prof. Levi Stock bridge of 
Amherst, Horace W. Jordan of Brighton, 
ex-Mayor Ritchie of Roxbtiry and Mr. Sn- 
bin of Wllllamstown. He was for several 
years a member of the l*. S, Treasury Cat- 
tle Commission and bad as associates Prof. 
James Law of Cornell University, nnd J.H. 
Saunders of Chicago Breeders Gazette, 
Owing to Ids persistent and untiring effort, 
in spite of tlie opposition of tlie medical 
profession nnd prominent agriculturists of 
tlie state, Massachusetts to-day can truth- 
fully say that there hns not been for more 
than 20 years nn outbreak of contagious 
pleuro pneumonia, nnd tliat such disease is 
not now present in tlie state. All the cat- 
tle afflicted with pleuro pneumonia were 
killed and the disease exterminated in that 
way. Dr. Thayer’s residence in Newton 
covered a period of half a century, and few 
men have won greater respect nnd esteem 
from their fellow-citizens. He was a man 
of firm convictions, conscientious and hon- 
orable in all Ids dealings, n*. cared little 

for the glamor of social life, but loved his 
home. A kind father, a loving husband 
nnd a firm friend ids loss will be sincerely 
mourned and his memory will lie sweetly 
cherished by those who knew 1dm best. A 
widow, a son and one daughter survive 
him. His son, Dr. Fred L. Thayer, is n 
very successful local physician and ids 
daughter was married to Mr. XV. L. D d- 
beare, a respected resident of this city. Tlie 
funeral took place from his late residence, 
Watertown street. West Newton, yesterday 
afternoon. There was a large attendance, 
including many of ids professional asso- 
ciates, among whom were Dr. J. S. Saun- 
ders, Dr. Coburn, Dr. Peters and Dr. Very 
of Boston. Rev. E. R. Metcalf, rector of 
the Church of tin* Messiah, officiated, and 
appropriate selections were rendered bv 
tlie Buggies Street quartet. The floral 
tributes were very beautiful, and included 
n wreath and cross from the family, a cross 
from the American Veterinary' College, 
New York, a wreatli of immortelles from 
Prof. A. Liantard, dean of the American 
Veterinary College, and n pillow from tlie 
Massachusetts Veterinary Association. Tlie 
remains were interred in tlie Newton ceme- 
tery. The pallbearers were Dr. O. II. Flagg 
of New Bedford. Dr. J. II. stiekney of Bo- 
ton, Dr. J. F. Winchester of Lawrence and 
Dr. Madison Bunker of Newton.

It is necessary to clear the ground by 
telling you something of the bishop and 
Mrs. Lovell.

He was apointed to the seo in the days 
when a scholarly edition of Juvenal or 
Euripides was a most direct road to a 
mitre. 

His appointment dated so far back in 
the past that no one living exactly knew 
what particular service to scholarship 
obtained for Dr. Octavius Mackcreth 
the see of Crowborough.

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day on which she first determined to ho 
famous, and who doomed the bishop who 
lmd first fired her ambition to nether- 
most Hades. 

At I o’clock the front door bell rang, 
and the maid brought in Mrs. Marcn- 
mont'seard; the card was followed by 
that lady horsolf, almost before the maid 
had closed the door. Sho addressed 
Mrs. Lovell in a tnarkodly hostile man- 
ner, beginning by saying, “Perhaps you 
would have known me better if I had 
sent in my name as Lady Holloway?” 
Mrs. Lovell, in describing that call after- 
ward, always said it turned her hair 
gray in a single hour. Mrs. March mont 
was not a ladylike person at her best, 
but when roused she had a fluent vocabu- 
lary at her command, and she poured it 
out on Mrs. Lovell. That poor lady felt 
the cup of her bitterness was full. To 
sit in your own drawing room and bo 
abused was moro than human nature 
could bear; to bo told by a loudly- 
dressed, rcd-facod virago that you were 
no hotter than a mean, contemptible ser- 
pent, crawling into the bosoms of con- 
fiding families and betraying them, was 
exceedingly trying to all the Christian 
virtues; once or twice she moved as if 
toward the bell, but Mrs. Marchmont 
checked her at once by saying. “I don’t 
le ave this room till I’ve had my say.” 

Village gossip said afterward that 
Mrs. Marchmont threatened to horse- 
whip her; but Mrs. Lovell denied that, 
and said she never went beyond shaking 
her fist in her face. To end it all, not 
content with frightening the poor lady 
almost into a lit, she wound up with, 
“And don’t you fancy you’re done witli 
me, for I’ll have the law on you, and 
you’ll hear from my lawyer before the 
week is out. and with that sho banged 
the door and departed. 

That was Tuesday; on Wednesday two 
ladies drove up to the rectory; peeping 
through the drawing-room curtains 
Mrs. Lovell descried the two Miss Stone- 
hams. Sho hoard a muffled conversation 
with the maid, ending with an emphatic 
statement by the elder Miss Stoneham.

ladies, held up to a scoffing public by a 
scurrilous scribbling woman. The Miss 
Stonehams were the virtuous women, and 
she the scurrilous scribbler. lie went 
on this strain for half an hour, until ex- 
cess of misery brought its own relief, and 
suddenly Mrs. Lovell jumped up from 
the sofa and swore she didn’t care for 
all the bishops on the bench, nor all vul- 
gar widows or crabbed old maids in 
Christendom; she’d written a book and 
she’d stick to it, and that was her ulti- 
matum. It is very difficult to say “ulti- 
matum” when you’re on the verge of 
hysterics, but she said it, and then tore 
uj) to her room and had a good cry. 

Next day came a letter from her pub- 
lishers. These ghastly people rejoiced 
over the hideous publicity of the book — 
it was making quite a ferment in society, 
there was an excellent article on “litera- 
ry cut-throats” in the Saturday, and 
they heard there were rumors of two ac- 
tions about to be commened against Mrs. 
Lovell; from a commercial standpoint 
they thought nothing could be more 
promising, and they were printing a sec- 
ond edition in all haste. 

Tho next day a quiet semi-clerical 
gentleman called at tho vicarage and 
asked to see Mrs. Lovell; the maid said 
she fancied he was from a missionary 
society. Mrs. Lovell received him in the 
drawing room and found him pleasant 
and fair spoken, until he handed her an 
official-looking document and explained 
that it was a writ “re Marchmont vs 
Lovell.” A mist swam before the un- 
happy lady’s eyes; she heard him as in 
a dream apologizing for having to serve 
her with the writ in person and not 
through tho ordinary channel of her so- 
licitor, but he regretted to say his client 
had a good deal of personal feeling in tho 
matter and had insisted, much to his 
regret, on personal service. 

When the rector returned from some 
parochial visits he found Mrs. Lovell and 
her official document lying side by side 
on the bed; when he grasped tho situa- 
tion anger against her was swallowed 
up in real pity for her and no less real 
alarm for himself. Before he knew 
where ho was he was plunged into liti- 
gation. Ilis ideas moved slowly, and it 
was a good 12 hours before he realized 
the real position of matters. Tho bish- 
op had cut him dead in the streets of 
Crowborough; as he walked about his 
own parish lie could not but perceive 
there was a marked feeling in the vil- 
lage against him; the two Miss Stone- 
hams had declined to attend his church 
any longer and cancelled all their sub- 
scriptions; Mrs. Marchmont had stirred 
up tlie local press, and there were dread- 
ful articles and letters; and now here, to 
wind up all, was an action commenced 
and damages to the amount of £ 1000 
claimed, lie instructed his family so- 
licitor to euter an appearance, and then 
waited results. 

Mrs. Lovell said for many weeks after 
this existence became a nightmare; she 
dreaded every post and every knock at 
the door. Then, to add to her troubles, 
two cousins wrote and declared that, not 
content with vilifying outsiders, they 
found sho had not even respected tho 
ties of natural aft'ectiou, and had actual- 
ly brought her own llesh and blood into 
her book.

Wheu the family solicitor came and 
questioned Mrs. Lovell if she would 
swear that Lady Holloway was not 
meant tor Mrs. Marchuiout, or if the 
character were not drawn from her she 
refused point blank. 

“I oairt and won’t, for it was,” she 
answered in despair. Picture the posi- 
tion: There was the bishop glowering 
in his palace; Mrs. Marchmont romping 
ubout the neighborhood in her pony car- 
riage, her face redder and her hair yel- 
lower than ever; then if Mrs. Lovell 
ventured into the village she was suie to 
meet the Miss Stonehams, and they al- 
ways treated her us if she had the 


plague. Things camo to such a pitch 
that her Bister at Hunstanton, In sheer 
pity, asked her to go there for change 
and peace. 

Before sho left home she gavo her hus- 
band enrto blancho to do ns he liked, 
“only let us onco moro get pence and 
quiot.” Gonded and roused into activi- 
ty, the rector rushed up to London and 
stopped the book just, ns the third edi- 
tion was being issued; he had a great 
battle with tho publishers, but the book 
was suppressed and withdrawn. 

He then wont to tho lawyers and told 
them to compromise and ond tho action. 
“I will manage thu bishop,” lie said, “if 
you’ll seo to that awful Mrs. March- 
mont.” The lawyer protested, just as 
tho publishers had protested; it was lit- 
erally nipping in the bud an action that 
might liavo developed iuto a cause 
celebro. 

Meanwhile Mrs, Lovoll was sitting in 
sackcloth and ashes at Hunstanton, and 
her sister took this occasion to give her 
much religious advice ns to her worldly 
ambition and greed. Tho poor thing 
was really brought very low, and wanted 
building up Instead of abasing. But 
fate had one more blow in store for her. 
One day tho rector wroto to her and in- 
closed a formal written apology to all 
tho agrioved parties. It was drawn up 
by tho lawyers, and sho was to sign it at 
once and it would be inserted in the 
London and local papers. 

“Why should sho be trodden into the 
dirt like this?” sho cried to her sister at 
breakfast; “it’s too shameful.” 

“I admit the tono of tho apology is 
humble, perhaps one might say abject, 
but it’s right your feelings should suf- 
fer. 1 consider your treatment of those 
excellent Miss .Stonehams in the highest 
degree cruel.” 

It was signed and witnessed and re- 
turned. 

Then it was printed in all the local pa- 
pers and repeated thrice. Mrs. Lovell 
declared that each insertion added five 
years to her age. It was weeks and 
weeks before Mrs. Lovell ventured to re- 
turn home. It was some comfort that 
the Miss Stonehams had written to her 
very kindly and promised to let bygones 
be bygones.

THE ORDER ANNULLED IN RELATION TO 
MU. CLARK’S HENNERY. 

A meeting of the board of health was 
held in the aldermen’s room, Tuesday 
evening and the greater part of the ses- 
sion was occupied in a hearing granted 
to Mr. George P. Clark in relation to his 
hennery, complained of as a nuisance 
and ordered abated by the board, an or- 
der having been passed requesting him 
to remove the hennery from his prem- 
ises. 

Mr. Clark was represented by Mr.Fales 
as counsel, who suggested that the com- 
plainant be beard from first. The mayor 
said that the board preferred to hear 
from Mr. Clark first. The case had been 
adjudicated on by the board and the lien 
nery pronounced a nuisance. 

At the request of Mr. Fales. the agent 
of the board read from the records the 
order declaring Mr. Clark’s hencoop a 
nuisance. 

Mr. Fales said that he did not under- 
stand upon what theory the board had 
acted in the case. 

At the request of the mayor the clerk 
then gave a synopsis of the Clark case. 
The action of the board had been based 
on the condition of the hennery; it had 
become filthy and dirty and a source of 
annoyance, by odor and otherwise, to the 
neighbors. j 

Mr. Fales then addressed the board. 
He said that if the trouble was iu the 
manner of keeping the hennery, Mr. 
Clark and the board would have no dirti- 
culty. If the premises were offensive, 
the board had a perfect right to order ( 
the nuisance abated. Mr. Clark lias no 
objection to the most stringent laws in 
this respect and desires to keep his prem- 
ises in cleanly condition, However, the 
condition alluded to in tlie cause of com- 
plaint is not the condition now, as the 
Hennery is in a perfectly clean and healthy 
condition. If the board's action prohib- 
its Mr. Clark from keeping any heus up- 
on his premises, that, of course, is a dif- 
! fereut matter and must be dealt with in 
another way. I desire to h ive the posi- 
| r ion of the board iu this matter clearly 
defined and if it is a question of tlie 
manner of keeping and condition of the 
' hennery, we shall have no trouble wliat- 
I ever. My understaudiug of the law 
I leads me to the conclusion that a board 
j of health cannot deal with a case simply 
i because it is a nuisance, in the broad ac- 
ceptance of the term. A nuisance whi li 
i is a cause of sickness aud detrimental to 
the public health, conies diiectly under 
the jurisdiction of the board. The board 
ba- no right to take action because of a 
| private nuisance or annoyance to Mr. 
>auderson. If Mr. Sanderson isauuoyed. 
there is a proper recourse for him. If, 
on the other hand, Mr. Clark’s hennery 
is in bad condition, the board lias the 
light to deal with that condition. 

l)r. F. E. Crockett was then called by 
Mr.Fales. He said that he visited tlie 
stable and hen-house on Mr. Clark's 
premises and found them in a cleanly 
condition. There was no offensive odor 
and nothing that coutd iu anyway he 
deemed offensive or dangerous to the 
neighborhood. 

Mr. J. B. Phipps testified that lie was 
a neighbor of Mr. Clark and that his 
premises adjoined Clark’s land, his house 
ueiiig about 15 feet turthei away from 
1 the heuuery than the house ot Mr. Sau- 
I dersou. lie said* that lie hail never ob- 
served any offensive odor or suffered auy 
annoyance in auy way. The only way 
that he could tell that Mr. C1.uk kept 
hens, if uot acquainted ot the tact, was 
by hearing them crow occasionally. 

Mr. Clark was next called, lie said 
that he originally kept uiue heus aud 
that he now kept eight. The heuuery 
had always been kept clean and had nev- 
er been * offensive. When the order 
passed the board of health requesting 
me to give up the heuuery. 1 felt that 1 
had been imposed upon, for the place 
had always been properly cared for aud 
was iu no sense a nuisance. Feeling that 
l was being denied certaiu rights of citi- 
zenship, 1 asked for this hearing where l 
i could be represented by counsel. 

Mr. s.uulersou was then heard. He 
first told a very interesting story about 
bens and aristocratic people in West 
Newton, finally coining lo the sceue of 
Clark’s hennery and giving his reasons 
for entering a complaint, lie did not ob- 
ject, he said, to Mr. dark’s keeping 
liens, but rather to au objectionable con- 
dition of bis heuuery which at the time 
of the complaint \\a- a great source of 
annoyance. At the present time the lieu 
nery was iu excellent condition aud thcie 
was no annoyance from it. 

IjAtter listening to the learned counsel 
and parties iutercste i. the board voted, 
ou motion of l>i. Frisbio.to annul the or- 
der in rclatiou to Mr. < lark's hennery, as 
it was obvious that the cause ot com- 
plaint had hecu removed. 

Mr. Fales expressed his apprtciati m of 
the courteous treatment received at the 
ha d- of the board, lie said that lie did 
not desire to make any suggestions to 
the hoard ot health, but that, iu his opin- 
ion tlie keeping of fowls should be regu- 
| luted by by-laws. 


At tlie c nclusion of tlie Clark heating, 
tlie hoard gave an opportunity to those 
desiring to he heard in relation to tlie 
Murray street brook drainage. Mr. T. 
If. Carter Appeared to give his reasons 
why lie should not abate a nuisance 
caused by tbe stoppage of a natural 
drain on ins premises. He claimed that 
tlie city wa* responsible for rhe condi- 
tion of the Murray s*r**ot drain, owing 
to tlie poor drainage in that locality. No 
provision had been made to covey off the 
surface wa^ei which drained off the Eas- 
terhook land. If tlie surface water had 
been taken care of tbe Murray street 
drain would provide for the drainage in 
that locality. 

Ex-Gov. Claflin for tlie petitioners said 
that tlie natural drain alluded to had 
been stopped up. and that it was not 
large enough for the purpose for which 
it was intended. As a result, cellars for- 
merly dry iu that locality are filled with 
water, and there lias been considerable 
sickness as a consequence. The natural 
stream which originally served the pur- 
poses of a drain bad been stopped up, 
causing the water to he held hack and it 
finds its way into the cellars in that vicin- 
ity. It is clear that some outlet for this 
water should be provided for and that 
speedily, especially when it is considered 
that fifteen or more families have been 
suffering from illness caused by the clos- 
ing up of this natural drain. 

It was voted to visit the premises last 
evening. It was voted that the vaults on 
the premises of D. 8. Farnham were a 
nuisance and the clerk was ordered to 
serve the proper notice for abating the 
same. A petition of Mr. B. Hussey and 
others with reference to sm^ke nuisance 
at Lucas mills laid on table until 8ept. 
A complaint of George I*. Clark 
against E. F. Sanderson was laid on the 
table. Tlie board then adjourned until 
Thursday evening. Last night the 
board visited the Murray street premises 
and voted to refer tlie question of drain- 
age to the city engineer and city 
.solicitor. They also voted to ask the 
City Council for an appropriation of 
$2500. It was voted to adjourn t > the 
first Wednesday in September at 4.20 p. 
ra. 


NOT UNANIMOUS 


TIIE MUNICIPAL SIGNAL CO’S CONTRACT 
IN FULL. 

Something ha* been said about tlie 
Municipal Signal Company getting the 
contract for a police signal system in 
Fall River, and the recent contest in 
this city makes the facts of the case of 
interest in this c tv. 

It appears that the committee were 
not unanimous in awarding the contract 
as a minority were in favor of the Game- 
well system, although Mayor Jackson 
recomeuded in his inaugural address the 
introduction of “the Municipal Signal 
Co.,” which is rather significant. It also 
appears that agent Cook of the company 
lives in Fall River, and he has got several 
wealthy and iufiueutual citizens to take 
stock in the company, and they used 
their influence on the ground that it was 
a home coucern. 

The Fall River Globe of July 24th, com- 
ments on the way the contract was 
awarded in a highly entertaining manner. 
It speaks agent as * 

Cook” and says: 

Of course it was a foregone conclusion 
that Mr. Conk’s company would get the 
i contract. It lias long been an open se- 
' cret that that was what the scheme was 
concocted. devised and railroaded 
through the Government for. C’ouse- 
quently, while the taxpayers may feel 
i chagrined and disgusted, they are uot at 
’ all surprised. 

Those who watched the movements of 
the schemers and took account of the 
“Cook’s tours” indulged in by members 
. of the City Government during the past 
six months did not look for auy other 
result. They may not .ike to see their 
hard earned shekel* plumped down into 
the pockets of the unc'nous Mr Cook for 
an extravagant and uni < cctss.uy system 
but they will have to grin and bear it all 
the same. Mr. Cook i* a promoter aud 
promoters come high, but in these days 
of prolific politico-financial engineering 
no well-assorted community e&U. get. 
along without them. 

From the <1 ire of the inauguration of 
the present City Government up to the 
time the scheme was railroaded through 
the City Council, in defiance of public 
opinion, a system of lobbying iu the 
interests of the system wa> inaugurated 
in which the Mayor played a most con- 
spicuous part. 


If the contract had been awarded to 
any other company the whole object aud 
purpose of the scheme would have been 
defeated. Mr Cook lias not been smil- 
ing atul shaking hands and pulling the 
wires for months in order that the Game- 
well or any other company might come 
in at the last moment and profit by his 
honest toil. Not at all. That isn't what 
Mr. Cook does promoting for. But it is 
an unfortunate thing for the Jackson 
administration, perhaps, that promoting 
of the Cook pattern is anything but popu- 
lar. 

It might he added, also, that superin- 
tendent Miler of tlie telephone ami tele- 
graph service of Washington reports to 
the District Commissioner that the 
Game well police patrol system is per- 
fectly satisfactory, and that the Munici- 
pal Signal Comp. my of Boston has been 
notified that they need not put up sam- 
ple boxes in Georgetown, which is 
equivalent of course to giving the con- 
tract to the Game well Company.

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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

TEN THOUSAND VOTED FOU REPAIRS ON 
THE HIGHWAYS. 

Both branchci or the city council mot ■ 
in special session Monday evening, and a 
large amount of business was transact- 
ed. 

In tho board of aldermen ail the mem- 
bers wore present and Mayor Burr pre- 
sided. 

On recommendation of Chief Bixby, 
W.J. Kiley and .1. II. Sanders were 
granted an honorable discharge from 
Ilose company No. 2, and .1. Frank San- 
ders appointed driver of the same com- 
pany. 

Tho quarterly report of the overseers 
of t he poor was read and accepted. 

On motion of Alderman Chadwick, 
$2,700 was appropriated for additional 
heating and ventilating apparatus, for 
the school houses of the city, on plans 
approved by the State Inspector. Alder- 
man Chadwick stated that $4,000 was 
asked for by the public property com- 
mittee, for work after the same plan as 
tho ventilating apparatus put in last 
year, but the State Inspector would not 
approve the plans, as during months of 
the year in which there wore no tires in 
the building the ventilating apparatus 
was of no use, anil some heating appar- 
atus must be connected with it to make 
it work more satisfactorily, than tho ap- 
paratus in the High or Fierce school 
building. The order was adopted by 
a yea and nay vote. 

Petitions for sidewalks on Walnut 
street, Newton Highlands, were read 
and referred. 

The annual report of the Board of 
Health was presented and referred with- 
out reading. 

Helen A. Mansfield through Lewis E. 
Coffin asked payment for injuries re- 
ceived by falling on defective sidewalk 
on Bellevue street, when a stake pro- 
jected above the walk, and in the fall 
she suffered a fraction of the femur, on 
Dec. 2.7, ’88. Referred to the committee 
on claims. 

Notices of intention to build new 
houses on Pearl and Eliot streets were 
received. 

E. Fewkes & Son petitioned for li- 
cense to put up two greenhouses. 

THE RIFLE RANGE. 

A petition was received from W. B. 
Atherton anti E. T. Rice of Newton 
Lower Falls, stating that last Saturday 
four bullets from the rifle range in the 
gravel nit struck their places, one smash- 
ing a blind, one striking a chimney, and 
two imbedding themselves in a stable. 
Such target practice was dangerous and 
they asked to have the matter looked 
into by the board. 

Mr. Atherton was present and stated 
that he was in his yard on the day men- 
tioned, and beard the bullets whizzing 
by over his head. He did not at first 
know w here they came from, as few in 
Lower Falls knew that a rifle range had 
been established in the gravel pit. Mr. 
Rice also heard the bullets and they in- 
vestigated. To their surprise they 
found that the bullets came from the 
guns of members of Company C, 
who were practicing in the gravel Dit. 
where tho target was at least 40 feet *be- 1 
low the bank. It was rather wild shoot- 
ing, but the officer in charge said they j 
were green men. As the pasture about t lie I 
pit was a popular resort with children, 
such shooting was very dangerous and 
might result in a dreadful Natality, and 
he hoped the board would ’take early ac- 
tion. Referred to the committee on 
military affairs. 

SPECIAL ELECTION 

Alderman Pettee read an order ap- 
pointing Tuesday, the 3rd day of Sep- 
tember, as the time for the special elec- 
tion to choose a successor to Alderman 
Kennedy ot Ward Seven, and appointing 
the usual polling places. 

On motion ot Alderman Childs it was 
voted to close the polls at 2 p.m., as very 
few vote at a special election alter that 
hour, and this would give one hour more 
than the <i hours required by law. 

A similar order passed for the 
election of a councilman in Ward Five, 
to succeed Councilman Hale. 

. An order was passed appropriatiing 
$•'100 for the purchase of a horse tor 
the fire department. 

HIGHWAY REPAIRS. 

Alderman Harbach presented an or- 
der appropriating $10,000 to be added to 
the appropriation for highway general 
repairs, to be charged to ativ unexpend- 
ed balances, or to the tax list of 1800. 

He stated that the Highway commit- 
tee would have been able to get along 
inside of their appropriation had it not 
been for the heavy rains which bail 
’washed out the roads in places and made 
• • b u« uessary at once. 

-Aider man Pettee said that lie had felt 
all along that not enough money had 
been appropriated for repairs, to meet 
the wishes of the citizens or exigencies 
that might arise. It was bad policy to 
neglect the streets, especially the gutters 
ou hilly streets, where if they were not | 
paved washouts were liable to occur. ! 
Money would tie saved in the end by 
Midi having, and be favored the increase 
uud should be glad to vote for it. 

Aldermau Childs said he should not 
have favored any increase had it not 
been for the heavy rains which could 
not have been foreseen. Tho finance J 
committee had gone over the ground 
carefully in making uii tbe appropria- 
tions, and had provided for ordinary ex- 
penses. and the committee had proposed 
to live within it, but man proposes uml 
Providence disposes. A yea and nay 
vote was taken aud ail voted iu favor of 
the order. 


PLAYGROUNDS, 

Alderman Pettee from the committee 1 
ou parks and burial grounds, reported on 
ihat part of tbu mayor's address relating 
to public playgrounds, stating that they 
were iu hearty sympathy with the roc- 1 
oiuiueudatious ot His Honor, and they | 
bad voted to recommend that when the 
citizens of any ward desired a public 
idaygrouud, that the city should pay one 
iia.ll of the cost, provided the said cost 
did not exceed $0,000, and when the land 
cost iii excess of that sum, the city 
should give 2-7 per cent, of such excess. 

Alderman Pettee said that the commit- 
t«*c had found that ii might prove to In- 
difficult to locate a playground and in 
some canes citizens might decide on a lot 
where the cost would lie very high, and 
so they had made their recommendation. 
The report was accepted, 

Aldermau Pettee reported an order in 
regard to the New ton L'eutiu playground, 
of some g* > acres, to cost $24,000, o! 
which the Newton Centre Improvement 


Society lias raised $12,000, that the city 
give one-half of $0,000, towards the pur- 
chase, and 2.7 per cent, of the cost above 
that sum. 

Alderman Harbach said be was very 
sorry that tbe committee bad made such 
a recommendation. After all tbe money, 
some $20,000, that the city had expended 
for Farlow Park, be thought that tbe 
citizens of Newton Centre should at least 
be met half way, and that the city should 
give one half of the cost. 

Aldermau Pettee said that be thought 
the abutters on the proposed park and 
playgrounds, could afford to pay a larger 
sum than that, as it would he of great 
benefit to thorn. This was one reason, 
and another was that the committee 
thought that $0,000 would buy a place 
largo enough foi a playground, and as a 
part of the lot was to be laid out as a 
park, the abutters would receive so 
much benefit that they could afford to 
pay the rest of tho sum* required. It was 
only proper to say, however, that the 
committee were not unanimous in the 
matter. 

Alderman Childs said that he consid- 
ered the recommendation about play- 
grounds to be one of the best recommen- 
dations in the Mayor's address, ami he 
hoped to see it acted upon. We have 
nine in Wards One and Seven, nml 
tbe city paid $20,000 to take away what 
little playground tho boys had and turn 
it into Fallow Park. Nine out of every 
ten men, lie thought, would rather see a 
playground, than a park with policemen 
about warning the boys to keep off the 
grass. He wished every ward in the city 
had the public spirit displayed iu New- 
ton Centre, aud would come and ask the 
city for money. In Wards One and Seven 
tbe boys were driven into the streets to 
play. He would favor giving one half of 
an amount asked for by any ward to pur- 
chase a playground. The city was an 
overgrown Park anyway and parks were 
not needed, but playgrounds were. 

Alderman Pettee said he favored the 
city meeting the citizens of Newton Cen- 
tre half way, but if all tbe wards should 
ask for playgrounds, the committee felt 
that one-half of $0,000 would be all that 
the city could afford to give to each 
ward. In some wards, for instauee, the 
citizens might want laud valued at a dol- 
lar a foot for a playground. If the New- 
ton Centre ground was the only oue, the 
case would be different. He was willing, 
however, to let the matter lie on the ta- 
ble for auother month. 

Alderman Johnsou said that there was 
one corner of the land at Newton Centre 
which he did not think ought to be put 
into the park. It was the most costly 
part and $4,000 would be saved by leav- 
ing that out. 

The matter was finally tabled till the 
first meeting in September. 

THE riPE YARD. 

Aldermau Chadwick reported an order 
which was passed for the removal of the 
water department buildings on tbe pipe 
yard on Austin street, Xewtonville, to 
either Crafts street or Watertown street, 
where the city owned large lots, as the 
highway committee and the public prop- 
erty committee should determine, tbe 
cost of moving not to exceed $.700. The 
citizens complained of the presence of tbe 
pipe yard there, and tbe city could sell 
the lot for $1,200 or more, which would 
pay all the expenses of removal and 
leave a handsome balance. Besides, it 
would give the water department more 
room, which was urgently needed. 

The order was passed and a license 
granted for the removal of the building. 

The board then adjourned to the first 
Tuesday evening in September. 


HE0 AM) MARTHA WASHINGTON'. 


INTERESTING STORIES ADO IT THEM, TOLD 
1JY MRS. DALI., APROPOS OF LODGE’S 
LIFE OF THE GENERAL. 


Mr. Lodge’s life of Washington has the 
same brilliant characteristics as his life 


to have been “amiable." When her 
grandchildren Imd a favor to ask they 
asked it ot the General. “The General 
was a master band at keeping bis temper 
as long as ho thought best!" said one of 
the men. flow many possibilities does 
that last phrase suggest ! It, was on Mrs 
Washington’s account that be parted 
with the wolf-hounds Lafayette had sent 
him, and since be could not keep those 
he would never have any more, flience* 
forth Mrs Washington’s hams and legs of 
mutton were safe, but she bad to pass 
the empty kennel. It was she who de- 
stroyed the General’s letters. Mr. Lodge 
seems to think that Washington was re- 
sponsible for this, but it was not so. In 
the small chamber whoreMrs. Washington 
passed her life, after the General’s death, 
there was no chimney, and alio had no 
tire. She sat by the window wrapped in 
comforters, with her feet on an old fash- 
ioned charcoal foot-stove. Sho kept the 
General’s letters in a largo iron box 
where ho bad kept her own, and which 
is still iu existence. This box was sot 
down by her side. Sho toro the letters 
into sm *11 bits, aud thon burned them 
gradually, in her foot-stove. “Why in 
the world did she do it?’’ I asked of her 
grand-daughter. It was no easy task, for 
1 had a sheet of the tough English paper 
on which the General always wrote. 
“She was not very well educated," was 
the reply; “she neither wrote nor spelled 
well. .She began by burning her own 
letters, and then I suppose she thought 
she would tluisli!” 

At this time there was a still more in- 
teresting person alive in Washington— if 
1 had only known. This was the accom- 
plished Indian woman “Cassy" whom 
Washington picked up on tho field after 
Braddock’s defeat and brought up at Mt. 
Vernon. I never saw “Cassy," although 
I’ve only the two autograph notes of hers, 
known to be in existence, blit I know her 
granddaughter well, and her grandson, 
who was an employe of tho Senate in 
187-7, was a “gossip*’ Charles Sumner was 
fond of. Cassy's first husband was a 
Thomas Smith who had as his first wife 
a niece of Martha Washington. She 
married twice afterward aud lived to be 
nearly a hundred. 

In these volumes Mr. Lodge dismisses 
Samuel Adams with a sort of sneer, ns if 
lie were only a “politician," but one 
must not forget what John Fiske says of 
him, who was called “The Father of the 
Revolution," “For more than 30 years 
no other man exerted so much influence 
as Samuel Adams. This was because of 
his keen intelligence and persuasive talk, 
his spotless integrity, indomitable cour- 
age, unselfish and unwearying devotion 
and broad sympathy with all classes.” 

Horace E. Scudder’s “Life of Washing- 
ton” and John Fiske’s “War of Indepen- 
dence'’ belong to “The Riverside Libra- 
ry for Young PeoplS." It is to be hoped 
that there are no people in the United 
States too old to read these two books. 
Mr. Scudder’s “Life" is gracefully writ- 
ten, comprehensive and valuable— just 
what His work might be expected to be, 
but John Fiske’s book is a miracle. I 
can never understand why. whou a per- 
fect literary work is issued all the critics 
do not clap their hands! I think it must 
be because they never read the books! 
This story of the war is such a book, 
brilliant and effective boyond measure. 
It should be read by every voter in the 
United States. It is a statement that 
every child can comprehend, but that on- 
ly man of consummate genius could have 
written. Have you never felt when talk- 
ing with ’senators aud so-called “states- 
men," how little they comprehended this 
whole period? If not, then you have 
been more fortunate than I, and it re- 
joices me to tiiul in the books just men- 
tioned, by Mr. Lodge and Mr. Fiske, tu- 
tors such as the whole country needs. 
The maps which illustrate Mr. Fiske’s 
little volume are admirable, better than 
tbe most costly atlases for the purpose, 
for they coniine themselves to tbe point 
I before the reader.— Caroline II. Dali in

of Webster. It is fair in the main, dis- 
criminationg and entertaining. The sum. 
mary of Washington’s character in the 
last pages is masterly. I know nothing 
like it anywhere iu history. It makes 
one wish that Henry Cabot Lodge would 
model bis own life upou that of the 
great examplar which he depicts with 
such intimate sympathy and tender en- 
thusiasm. If oue asked him, I suppose 
he would say, “But I do try— in so far 
as it is possible! ’ Alas! 

The munuer iu w) ich a man applies a 
historical test to his own career often re- 
minds me of tho way in which I look 
down upon my own pci son through my 
own near sighted glasses! Admirable 
helps — these glasses, when I would in- 
spect my neighbor over the way or tho 
landscape on the distant horizon, but the 
instant I look down and not up, at my- 
self instead of others, the distortion is so 
great that I can hardly tell my fingers 
from my elbows! When Mr. Lodge de- 
picts George Washington’s relation to 
t he parties which had begun to form be- 
fore bis second administration, and his 
warm approval of Hamilton’s financial 
policy, tbe candid observer can hardly 
help detecting a special plea for a parti- 
san politics and a modern high tariff ! If 
this lie not so, why should no compari- 
son have been made between past times 
aud present, and why, in the index, do 
we find “George Washington’s views on 
protection” under a capital I* instead of 
the capital W in the ordinary sequence 
of events? 

I am sorry Mr. Lodge feels obliged to 
discard wholly the story of Weems 
Weems did not inveut his stones; he on- 
ly dressed them up iu a pompous and 
priggish fashion, but any one who will 
take the trouble to go through the juven- 
ile panels and diaries preserved iu the 
state department will see that these sto- 
ries are eminently characteristic. When 
1 first visited the city of Washington ami 
Mt. Vernon, Mt. Vernon was still iu the 
possession of the Washington family, and 
many pursuits were living who had known 
the Father of his Country, and liked to 
talk about him. Mrs. Madison, Mrs Sam 
Harrison Smith, Judge Crunch, Mr. 
Greciileuf of the Point, had all come into 
contact with him. At Mt. Vernon there 
were three colored men, who were re- 
spectively 1.7, 1$ aud 20 years of age when 
Washington died. One of these men ro- 
ineinbereil the day when Washington 
spoiled Mrs. Martha’s new coach horses 
by putting them to the plow, and the 
scene that followed! “The Ciu’rul didn’t 
like to wait— never would wait!” said 
this veteran, and it was because this was 
true that In- carried bis country through 
the struggles of 10 years. Did ever a 
j man wait more patiently? but lie never 
would wait without working, aud in fact 
would plow with luce horses if no others 
could he had.

Conflict or Compromise? 

“O Pennsylvania, what hast thou not cost me !" 

—William 1‘cun. 
Within a fortnight one of the proprie- 
tors of perhaps the largest woolen mill in 
New England expressed himself some- 
what as follows: “Well, we worked for 
Windom and worsteds and we got them, 
but next time I’m going to vote for tho 
man that stands for free wool, I don’t 
care what party he’s in.” The signs of a 
formidable revolt multiply about us with 
astounding rapidity. First the Bigelow 
Carpet Co. protests, then the workers in 
tinplate. One after another the great 
woolen mills refuse to do homage longer 
toOhio millionaires, a- the uprising among 
the iron firms threatens to make New 
England a unit for Tariff Reform. Even 
in tho Home Market Club a voice is 
raised against the “bliud fetiebism” of 
those protectionists who want to protect 
everything. To lay a tax upon the in- 
dustry of the country was a very tine 
thing as long as the proceeds of the tax 
were divided among a few; but to tax all 
and divide the profits among all has 
come to be a losing game. Before many 
ears the delegates of New England will 
e heard in tho Halls of Congress de- 
manding freedom to purchase flax and 
coal and iron ami wool and lumber in 
the markets of the world. Will tho West 
accede? 

Will Pennsylvania and Ohio heed the 
call? Are they ready to follow the ad- 
vice of the Hon. Peleg McFarlin, whose 
“unwavering faith in tho principle of 
protection” permits him to call fur a 
restoration of tho rate of 24 per cent, on 
iron? In a word will the Protectionists 
who consider protection a principle yield 
to the Protectionists who look upon pro- 
tection simply as a temporary expedi- 
ent. Let us hoar what one of these Pro- 
tectionists on Principle says on this sub- 
ject: 

“Our danger conies from those who 
have been and are the benelieiaries of the 
system, who are listening to the delusive 
suggestions of free raw material, und 
with supreme selfishness are disposed to 
turn a willing ear to the enemies of a 
protective policy ; and while solicitous for 
their own protection against foreign ri- 
vals, and unwilling to give it up, are con- 
senting, and I fear in some cases coun- 
selling, its withdrawal from other inter- 
ests, thus assisting in driving a wedge 
in the very foundation of a system 
which. If persisted in, will in the eud 
overthrow the eutirc edifice. I warn you 
against these false teachers, who uppeul 
to individual greed ami narrow selfish- 
ness ; they are sowing the seeds of des- 
truction and death to a system which 
bus produced results which are the won- 
der of the present century.”

HIGHWAY REPAIRS. 

The heavy rain9 have done so much 
damage to the streets that the highway 
committee have been voted $10,000 to 
use in making repairs, and it is to be 
noted that the city council has so much 
confidence in the highway committee 
that the money was voted without a sin- 
gle dissenting voice being raised. 

There has been some criticism as to 
the way the Highway department has 
been managed this year, but this is 
nothing unusual, as the oldest inhabi- 
tant tells us that he 'does not remember 
a year in which the street department 
was not more or less criticised. We all 
want our own street fixed up in first 
class shape, and we want the work done 
at once. There are several thousand of 
us, too, living ou some one hundred or 
moro miles of streets. Some of us are 
fortunate enough to live on the main 
thoroughfare, while the unfortunate 
majority live on the streets which are 
not thoroughfares. To satisfy every one 
is the problem which the highway de- 
partment have before them, with a lim- 
ited appropriation, and with twelve 
months in which to work. If the matter 
is looked at in a reasonable manner, it 
will be seen that the committee must 
consider the greatest good of the great- 
est number, and must also lay out their 
work at the beginning of the year, so 
that the men and teams can be kept busy 
through the whole year. 

This is the policy which the present 
administration insisted upon at the be- 
ginning of the present year, and Mayor 
Burr believed that a thorough business- 
like management of the highway depart- 
ment would give the best satisfaction. 
Alderman Harbach was chosen to take 
-charge of the committee’s work, as the 
chairman, and any one who has looked 
into the matter will admit that he has 
been a very efficient and hard working 
official. With the advice and approval 
of Mayor Burr, the *voik was laid out at 
the beginning of the year, and there 
would have been no need of an extra ap- 
propriation for the last part of the year, 
had it not been for the unusual expense 
entailed by such floods as we have been 
having. 

The chairman of the highway commit- 
tee has a thankless task at the best, and 
no chairman has put more time, or more 
well directed work into carrying out the 
duties of the office than Alderman Har- 
baelr, and it should be remembered that 
there is no salary attached to the office. 
When Newton gets that long talked-of- 
board of public works, the commissioner 
who perforins the duties now devolving 
upon the chairman of the highway com- 
mittee, should be one of the highest sal- 
aried city officials. 

Any one who has looked carefully into 
the workings of the highway depart- 
ment this year must conclude that it is 
very efficiently managed, and that the 
amount of money at the disposal of the 
committeo has been wisely and carefully 
expended. The main thoroughfares are 
iu good condition and the side streets 
have received all the attention that a 
wise arrangement of the work and the 
appropriation allowed. 


Childs have acted wisely in pooling there 
issues on this occasion, for the benefit of 
the city. 

Councilman Hamblin has made an ex- 
cellent city official, and has given great 
sntisfnction to the people of his own 
ward by his course in the City Council. 
His vote has been on the right side of 
the important questions that have come 
up, and he has never been afraid to give 
his opinion of questions of public con- 
cern and defend it forcibly and vigorous- 
ly whon occasion requiied. He would 
naturally be chosen at the end of the 
year, according to the usual custom of 
promoting a councilman to the upper 
branch after two years sen ice, when a 
vacancy exists, and it is thought to be 
wiser to elect him now, as he is familar 
with all the work before the board 
than to choose a new man, who would 
hardly get tho “hang of things” beforo 
the end of the year. With so many 
more members in the Common Council a 
new member there would not be so ob- 
jectionable and a new member would 
have to he chosen another year. 

If Councilman Hamblin is nominated 
for alderman, it is felt that the vacancy 
then caused should be filled by a man of 
experience in business affairs, who has 
a personal interest in the ward, one of 
the wealthiest in the city, and the name 
of Mr. U. C. Crosby of Park street has 
been mentioned, as fulfilling all these 
conditions. He would be a good rep- 
resentative of the substantial citizens of 
whom the ward is chiefly composed, and 
would have a good deal of influence if 
elected. It is hoped that there will be a 
large attendance at the caucus. 

We understand that the caucus for 
nominating a councilman in Ward 5 will 
be held later, some time in August. 


THE TAX RATE. 


One of the most satisfactory things 
about the present administration of our 
city affairs is that the tax-rate has been 
decreased below that of last year, and 
will be only $14.$0. The many unusually 
heavy appropriations of the year made 
people fear that the tax-rate would be 
increased, and the announcement in an- 
other paper that such would be the case 
was one of those baseless rumors that 
sometimes get into print, when an at- 
tempt is made to give the news in ad- 
vance, without ' going to headquarters 
for the facts. A low tax-rate will do 
more for Newton than any amount of ex- 
pensive improvements, as the impression 
has somehow got abroad that this is a 
very expensive city to live in, and many 
desirable residents are lost in this way. 
What Newton needs is more middle class 
residents, who will own their own homes 
and take an interest iu the city, and a 
low tax-rate is one of the things that 
will bring them. 

Mayor Burr started out to give us a 
business-like administration, and judg- 
ing from the decreased tax-rate there is 
no doubt that he is succeeding. The 
city expenses are carefully scrutinized 
and the very gratifying announcement is 
made that all the departments will keep 
within their appropriations, unless ex 
traordinary expenses arise unexpectedly, 
as they have in the street department- 
on account of the heavy rains. 

There is a gratifying increase in both 
personal property and in real estate, the 
latter increase being over a million 
and a quarter, which shows that the 
city is growing at a satisfactory rate, and 
that a large number of new residences 
have been added. The increase iu the 
number of polls testifies to the grow th 
of the city. 

The tax rate of $1 .7.20 for last year and 
of $15.80 of the year before caused some 
dissatisfaction, as it was felt that the 
rate can not safely be carried over $15 
with our present system of valuation. 
With the rate below that figure Newton 
offers more attractions to residents than 
any other suburban city, and if the rate 
keeps on decreasing in the same propor- 
tion Newton will rival Cohassett as the 
tax-payers' paradise. 


Mu. J. It. Leeson, who is now in Eu- 
rope, w rites the Graphic a letter in re- 
gard to the great service Hon. Alden 
Speare rendered the mercantile interests 
of Boston by his forcible presentation of 
New England's iuteiests before the In- 
terstate Commerce committee.

NEWTON’S VALUATION. 


THE TAX HATE DECREASED AND THE 
PERSONAL PROPERTY INCREASED. 


The Newton assessors completed their 
labors last Saturday afternoon and the 
tax rate for the year 1889 has been fixed 
at $14.80 as against $15.20 in 1888. This 
rate is very satisfactory to citizens, es- 
pecially when considering the large ex- 
penditures of the yoar. It is doubly 
gratifying to those few who gathered 
the impression from a premature state- 
ment iu another paper that the tax rate 
would be increased. The personal es- 
tate foots up $9,300,185 as against $0,140,- 
012 in 1888. an increase of $160,173. The 
increase in real estate is $1,254,020. the 
largest increase being in Ward 3 — $299,- 
505. The total valuation of tho city is 
$34,093,435 an increase over last year of 
$1,314,793. The increase in tho number 
of polls is 317. The following table 
show’s how the real estate, personal 
property and polls are divided among 
the several wards

HEROISM OF A NEWTON BOV. 


HOW EDWARD S. NICKELS SAVED 
CHEW AND LOST HIS OWN LIFE. 


1' II K SPECIAL ELECTION. 

The special election to fill the vacancy 
caused by the resignation of Alderman 
Kennedy has been ordered for Tuesday 
tho 3rd day of September, and a call has 
been issued for a mass convention of 
both parties, to be held in Eliot Lower 
Hall, next Mouday evening. The call is 
digued by the chairmen of both the Re- 
publican and Democratic ward and city 
committee, and their action will he ap- 
proved by the voters of both parlies. 
There is no coutest over the matter, so 
far as we have beeu able to discover, and 
all seem to agree upon Councilman 
Hamblin as the proper man to fill the 
vacancy. 

The convention is held thus early, so 
that if Councilman liumbliu is noiui' 
nated, he can resign his position in the 
lower branch, and the bouid of aider- 
men can he called together and order an 
election to till this vacancy ou the name 
day as the election for uldermau, and 
thus save expense to tho city.

As ho reached tho steamer’s deck he 
staggered and fell. He was put in his 
cabin and tenderly cared for until the 
Nueces reached her dock at I’ior 20, East 
River, on Thursday. Then an ambulance 
was summoned and he was conveyed to 
900 Gates avenue, where a telegram had 
preceded him. 

Drs. Lott and Corbin wero called in, 
but wero unable to he of any service to 
the gallant sufferer, who had given up 
his own life in the performance of his 
duty. The cause of his death as stated 
by Dr. Lott was apoplexy, brought on by 
over-exertion. 

Chief Officer Nickels was born in Bos- 
ton and was 35 years of age. A few years 
after his birth his father, Capt. John S. 
Nickels removed to Newton, and young 
Nickels received his early education in 
the Newton Schools. At the ago of 10. 
ho went to sea in the merchant service. 
After tho usual apprenticcship,he passed 
tho necessary examination and obtained 
a master’s certificate. He served some- 
time iu the Pacific Mail Steamship Com- 
pany’s employ and then sailed with the 
Brazilian Steamship Company. His gal- 
lantry and knowledge of seamanship 
brought him several times favorably to 
public notice, and he was offered and ac- 
cepted the position of first officer of the 
steamer Nueces by tho New York and 
Texas Steamship Company. Chief Offi- 
cer Boyd and the deceased were ibrought 
up as boys together and were life-long 
friends. Both followed the sea and al- 
though frequently separated always re- 
mained warm friends. Chief Officer 
Boyd was one who assisted in removing 
Mr. Nickels on the ambulance when 
he was taken to his home iu Brooklyn 
and remained with him as long as possi- 
ble. Ho speaks in the most glowing 
terms of his heroic act aud says t hat uo 
greater example of heroism has ever 
been known. The Humane Society of 
New York has presented Mrs. Nickels, 
the mother of the deceased with a beauti- 
ful gold medal and a silver medal from 
the Massachusetts Humane Society is 
now also iu her possession. 


The full details of the saving of the 
crew of the Alice Borda, bound for New 
York, by Chief Officer Edward S. Nick- 
els has never been published. A more 
truly heroric act has never been recorded 
and too much praise cannot be accorded 
to the gallant sailor who sacrificed his 
own life after rescuing the captain of 
the schooner, five seamen and the cook, 
from a watery grave. Much has been said 
of the act of Capt. Merrill, from whom we 
would not detract one iota of just praise, 
but no man ever took a greater risk or is 
more entitled to a hero’s plaudit than the 
brave chief officer whose remains now 
lie in Forest Hills cemetery. Chief 
Officer Boyd of the steamship Eldorado 
of the Southern Pacific line, running be- 
tween New York and New Orleans, ar- 
rived home Tuesday, and from him a 
Graphic reporter obtained tho full and 
correct details. 

On Sunday, April 6. the steamer Nue- 
ces, of which Mr. E. S. Nickels was chief 
officer, left tho port of Key West, Fla. 
A week later, when in latitude 32 de- 
grees, a tremendous gale struck her and, 
with all steam on, she found it almost 
impossible to do more than hold her own. 
While aloft nuikiug. fast one of the 
topsails one of the bauds sighted 
a small schooner to Ibu northwest dying 
signals of distress. When he returned 
to the deck lie reported what he had 
seen, and Chief Officer Nickels, with the 
permission of Captaiu James Bulger, 
who was iu command, called fur volun- 
teers to launch the lifeboat and try if 
auy assistance could be rendered the dis- 
tressed vessel and crew. Four men vol- 
unteered at once, and Nickels, taking his 
place at the the yt4te lilies of the Coat, 
was lowered with his crow into the rough 
and threatening water. The waves, ac- 
cording to one of the boat’s crew, were 
running as high as tho top of the Nueces’ 
masts. She is schooner-rigged, of about 
3,000 tons burden aud newly built, it 
was found impossible, owing to the 
toughness of the sea, to approach near 
enough to the schooner to tuke off the 
crew, aud thu men were obliged to jump 
overboard and trust to being picked up 
by the life boat. 

The uchuouer turned out to be thu Al- 
ice Borda, bound for New York, Cap- 
tain McClain in command.

Alderman Pettee, who was present, spoke 
brietly. lie said that Newton as a city en- 
tertained tin* same filial love for the post 
that it had shown in the past. She had 
generously provided a soldiers’ lot where 
the veterans were sure of an honorable in- 
terment in one of tin* most beautiful ceme- 
teries in tlie country. These gatherings 
are productive of good results and tlie vis- 
iting post will gn away feeling that there 
is not only a home for them in this Com- 
monwealth, Imt in every section of Ameri- 
can nation, so long us the stars and stripes 
wave.

Go on with the ficlit - you are 
almost there, nnd ns old soldiers you nre 
bound to get there. [Applause.] Mr. E. L. 
Collins wns next called upon. It wns hard 
for a young man, lie snid, to realize tlie kin- 
ship which exists between the members of 
the G. A. R. There is no one, however, who 
lias rend the history of the war who does 
not entertain a profound respect for tlie 
members of the grand army, who fought 
for the re-establishment of the union, oink- 
ing the greatest fight in tlie world’s history 
nnd for sake of giving the colored man a 
fair show. [Applause.] Other remarks 
followed by Quartermaster Stiles nud Com- 
rade Ilnzeltlne.

fS SOME TIMELY SUG3ESTIONS. 

How to nrrorntc mill Firnlsli a Home 
Tastefully. 

Tho Art Amntour, which la considered [ 
pretty rihkI authority In ntch matter* by ; 
people of tnste, Is running «u excellent series 
of articles on “Home Decoration and Furnl- I 
turo,” from No. 10 of which the following Is 
taken : 

Tho great temptation now is to over deco- 
rate. Even In a house of many rooms of am- 
ple sizo ono can easily produco tho effect of 
over crowding, while in tho small apartments 
so common in largo cities it is very difficult 
to avoid it. 

It seems as if tho decorator suffered from 
an “embarrosdes richesses.” Tho temptation 
to uso all tho devices at hand is often too 
strong to bo withstood, and accordingly pan- 
eled wainscots, curved pilasters, wooden 
ceilings with heavy transvorso rafters, tapes- 
tries, rugs, bric-a-brac, stained gloss and all 
tho rest of it play a prominent part in help- 
ing to disfigure and distort many a small 
room that by judicious treatment might have 
boon cozy, artistic, and, at>ovo all, habitable. 
Wo may have too many rugs on the floor, too 
many portieres anil senrfs, too much bric-a- 
brac. In other words, too much decorative 
art is not decora tivo. 

Tho prime uso of an apartment must al- 
ways bo remembered. If it is only for tho 
display of a collection of objects, then tho 
air of a museum is not objectionable. But 
If it is a room for dining, reading or Bleeping 
in, then tho comfort of the occupants should 
t)o tho first consideration; and beauty need ■ 
by no means be overlooked because utility is

borno in mind. I have seen a dining room 
where the buffet and other piecesof furniture 
for tho display of silver and glussware gave 
tho effect of a shop, and I have seen others 
whero a much greater amount seemed entire- 
ly appropriate and unobjectionable. 

Tho same may bo said of collections of 
curios, faience or tho like. If arranged 
merely for show, to impress tho beholder, 
tho intention is always evident; but tho col- 
lector’s own way of placing his treasures is 
tho best from all points of view. Tho tempta- 
tion to overcrowd a moderately largo room 
is, perhaps, natural, but our stnnll apartment 
houses bear abundant witness not only to tho 
embarrassment of visitors at trying to crowd 
in between pieces of furniture, but to, tho 
thoughtless abuse of schemes and idens that 
might have given l>eautiful results. Arm 
chairs entirely upholstered may bo our ideal; 
but if wo happen to have a tiny room and 
need sevcrnl chairs, wo hnd better overcome 
our yearning for luxurious cushions with 
good gruco and content ourselves with sim- 
pler forms. 

, Nothing can bo more luxurious than a spa- 
cious louugo covered with a Turkish rug, aud 
possibly having another rug stretched ou tho 
wall as a background, with plenty of soft 
silken cushions. But it takes up room. Now 
wo must consider if tho space at our disposal 
is sufficient for our purposo before wo Qt up 
our lounge, oven if wo are foud of eastern 
rugs and soft pillows of siik. If tho space at 
our command is not enough to do this proper- 
ly, wo had much better give up tho idea and 
lmvo a sirnplo settle with turned spindles and 
a flat cushion. This may bo excellent in color, 
fine in lino, and will bo altogether better in 
place than tho divan out of place. Tho sarno 
thing is true of our chairs. I bolievo tho 
French know how to treat n small salon bet- 
ter than any other people. They roly strict- 
ly on precedent anil tuko a style, say Louis 
XV or Louis XVI, but whatcould bo better? 

Let us give up originality if it only means 
doing what has not beeu douo before, for the 
obvious reason that it is undesirable. Criti- 
cism is easy and wo are apt to say that theso 
French styles uro conventional and hack 
neyed and admit of no scope for tho designer. 
I do not think this is so. Working under tho 
strict limitations of a historical style is, per- 
haps, a hard task ; but a designer of force 
and education will declare, to some extent, 
his individuality, but always subordinate to 
the general characteristics of the style in 
which ho works. 



SUGGESTIONS FOR BOOK SI1ELVE& 


Wood curving, that most delightful form 
of decoration, is rupidly becoming ubused. 
Too much carving vulgarizes hopelessly a 
piece of furniture thut half the umouut of 
ornamentation would have enriched. A 
carved border or molding arouud the edge of 
a table gives a flue effect, but I have lately 
6ccn tables the entire tops of which have 
been carved. Now a table is rnoaut to put 
things on, and tho carving completely spoil* 
its usefulness, besides defeating its own pur- 
poso of decoration; for tho decorated edga 
would look richer by contrast with the plain 
center. 

Care must bo taken not to huvo the carv- 
ing saudpuiwrod down to a jHjrfectly smooth 
finish, and the background should tie irregu- 
lar uml uot speckled ^11 over with little holes. 
Tho beauty of carving is to feel tho touch of 
tho carver, to seo a tool mark hero and there. 

It is well to uso curving rather s|>uringly. 
Bather lmvo u littlo ami have it good than 
much thut is socuud rato. In some of the 
Italian work nearly every molding was en- 
riched ami pum.1 carved. But in tho best ex- 
amples tho buwing is judiciously disposed and 
soiuo plain surface used as a foil.

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NAVIGATING THE AIR. 

Carl Myers Think* It Will Some I)ny He a 
Common Tlilns. 

Carl Myers, of Frankfort, N. Y., tho 
husband of Cnrlotta, tho well known 
feminine aeronaut, and identified him- 
self for tho past twelve years with tho j 
problem of aerial navigation, who has 
boon a guest at tho Woyno hotel during 
tho past few’ days, is what a theatrical 
man might call an aeronautic manager. 
Ho sometimes takes n littlo excursion up I 
into the cloud country to soo if tho ethc- I 
real regions look natural and if things 
aro all there, but not often. Tho ascen- 
sions which he himself has made num- 
ber only forty-four. IIo has, however, 
a corps of star aeronauts employed, and 
contracts with county fairs and Fourth 
of July celebrations to furnish balloons 
and experienced air sailors at reasonable 
prices, udth satisfactory spectacular fea- 
tures guaranteed. He lias also given at- 
tention to the improvement of tho bul- 
loon, and fine muslin manufactured 
from sea island cotton becomes, when i 
treated by a process invented by him, a 
better material from which to manufac- 
ture air ships than silk, and much less 
expensive. 

Anticipating tho day when monopo- 
listic individuals will control tho aerial 
trunk lines of navigation as well as state 
legislatures and slower means of trans- 
portation lower dowm, ho has continued 
investing in aerial property, occasionally 
laying by a balloon for a rainy day, until 
he is now the owrner of twenty-seven gas 
air ships, besides n largo number of hot 
air balloons. His gas balloons aro manned 
by a crew* of thirteen persons, and ho has 
a much larger number than that to run 
his hot air contrivances. 

The result of long study dovoted to tho 
subject and an extensive experience lias 
been to make Mr. Myers a believer in tho 
eventual practicability of navigating tho 
upper air. He is now tho proprietor of 
what is said to be tho only balloon factory 
in the world, but he declares his convic- 
tion that such concerns will some day bo 
as common as car shops or ship yards. 

“I have just perfected,” ho said, “what 
I call an air velocipede, and shall give 
public exhibitions of its capabilities in 
the near future. It is provided with a 
reservoir containing sufficient hydrogen 
gas to support tho weight of ono indi- 
vidual. Then by means of a devico oper- 
ated by the hands and feet it can bo 
propelled in any direction in the air de- 
sired. The experiments already made 
with the machine show its practicability, 
and it is easier to run it than it is to pro- 
pel a bicycle on land. 

“The same propelling apparatus on a 
larger scale could, of course, be used to 
navigate a great airship, if a sufficiently 
powerful engine, not too heavy to over- 
come the lifting power of the gas, could 
bo found to furnish tho motive power. I 
am now experimenting, with encour- 
aging results, on a very light, simple 
contrivance run by successive explosions 
of small quantities of dynamite." — De- 
troit Tribune. 


A Desperate Case of Suicide. 

The Palmer house has been very un- 
fortunate in the number of tragic deaths. 
It will bo just thirteen years ago to-mor- 
row that one of tho most sensational and 
carefully planned suicides in the history 
of self destruction occurred at the hotel. 
Frederick Addison Jeffrey was tho vic- 
tim. lie was said to have been a mem- 
ber of the firm of VYyekhoff & Jeffrey, 
of Peoria. He occupied a parlor room 
on tho eastern extension of the corridor. 
Early on tho 5th of July his body was 
found suspended over tho bath tub in his 
suite. The tub was tilled with warm 
water and contained the charred frag- 
ments of combustibles ignited by Jeffrey 
just before killing himself. When dis- 
covered a stiletto was found plunged 
into his loft breast, his throat was cut 
from ear to ear, a pistol hung by a cord 
within easy reach, beside it a pearl han- 
dled razor. His body hung by a stout 
cord fastened to tho ceiling. Ho had 
saturated his clothing with kerosono so 
it would bo easily ignited from tho com- 
bustibles in tho tub. Ho turned on the 
water as ho wroto a letter, and when tho 
ropo ho was hanging by would bo burned 
through ho would full into tho tub and 
burn to a crisp. Tho coroner's jury 
was unable to tell which killed him. — 
Chicago Times. 


A Valued War Relic. 

Angelo Pacha, color sergeant of Com- 
pany G, First Michigan cavalry, under 
Capt. Alexander, was in the battle of 
Gettysburg. On tho third day of tho 
fight when tho buglo call sounded ho 
drnnk water out of his tin cup. Ho 
placed it iu tho crotch of an apple tree 
and joined his command ami forgot all 
about it. Last week ho went to tho bat- 
tlefield and bought tho treo for $25, and 
had tho treo cut up and carried to his 
home. The cup was completely imbed- 
ded in the croteli of tho treo, and Angelo 
prizes the relic beyond anything that ho 
owns. Ho was in tho city yesterday 
and gave away parts of tho apple tree to 
his old army comrades. — Cincinnati En- 
quirer. 

Arrei,t of French Hunker*. 

Considerable sensation was produced 
in Paris a week or two ago by tho arrest 
of three well known bunkers on tho bus 
picion that they wore concerned with 
tho disappearance of u Swiss named 
Caudriau. The latter hnd been a serv- 
ant of a Mmo. Fessurt, ami at her death 
received her fortune of 200,000 francs. 
His riches drove him demented, and 
since ho disappeared tho bunkers with 
whom ho doi>osited his money have been 
arrested. — Chicago Times. 


KucuuruKi»a Investigation. 

Tho Astley-Cooper prize, of a value of 
$1,500, will bo awarded in 1802. Tho 
question proposed is, “Tho Iniluenco of 
Micro-organisms Upon Inflammation. ”

London. Tho prize will not bo awarded 
to two or three working together.— Sci- 
ence. 


BRUIN IN THE SWITCH TOWER. 

In Full roMiwInti of NlirtiiilM nml Hultrliri 
Nrur I'hlliMlolplihl. 

A wild lioar in possession of tho signal 
tower and running the trains on the Now 
York division of tho Pennsylvania rail- 
road was the strange sight thnt nearly 
drove tho rightful occupants of tho tower 
into fits a few nights ngo. Tho benreame 
from tho Zoological garden, and the 
tower was that just back of the garden 
on tho curve which the railroad makes 
at that place. 

E. W. Rose, the telegraph operator in 
tho tower, and Samuel Foster, an assist- 
tant yardmaster, were dozing in the 
tower about 3 o’clock, Sunday morning, 
when there came a soft pit-a-pat uj>on 
tho stairs. They did not notice it, nor 
did they seo a curly head that was poked 
in at the door and looked curiously 
nround. Something in tho inspection 
may lmvo displeased him, for suddenly 
tho men were awakened from their nap- 
ping by a deep growl. 

Before Foster, who was lying in a cor- 
ner, could get up tho bear had put his 
big paws around his neck and began to 
Bqueezo him affectionately. The terri- 
fied yardmaster shrieked, and the more 
he shrieked tire more the bear hugged 
him. Foster was beginning to grow pur- 
ple in the face, when Rose, who had 
recovered his presence of mind, started 
in with a broom stick to vanquish the 
bear. This drew his attention from 
Foster, and an instant later Rose was 
enjoying a vigorous hug. The hug lasted 
so long that Rose began to think his last 
day had come. The hug still continued, 
when the men suddenly remembered 
that the early morning express from 
Now York was duo and that tho signal 
had uot boon set for it. 

“Give the signal to No. 12," gasped 
Rose to his companion. Foster, who was 
a very badly frightened man, managed 
to crawl from his corner and see that the 
signal was properly set. Then he grasped 
tho telegraph key, and while Bruin 
looked on in astonishment lie startled 
every operator along the lino by flashing 
over tho wires to Broadstreefr: 

“For Heaven’s sake send assistance to 
No. 8 office. Grizzly bear in possession 
of tho tower. Has full control of signals 
and switches. Send six men with rifles." 

As the telegraph operator sank back 
exhausted the bear left Foster and re- 
turned to his first victim. He moved 
slowly, aud both men grasped the oppor- 
tunity to jump over him and dash down 
stairs. As they turned the key in the 
lock of the door at the bottom they 
heard tho bear thump against it. Rush- 
ing over to the Zoological garden from 
which place they supposed tho strange 
visitor had escaped, they yelled loudly 
for assistance. Looking back on their 
way they saw bruin in the tower trying 
to move tho switch levers. 

A sleepy keeper was aroused after 
considerable effort, and the party laid 
siege to tho tower. There was a pretty 
struggle between keeper and bear for a 
time, but the former camo off victor. 
Tho bear was led back to his pit and pul 
iu irons. Foster has been off duty ever 
since, and Rose still starts nervously 
whenever he hears a footfall on the 
tower stairs. — Philadelphia Record. 


Successful Ostrich Fanning. 

E. C. Canston, the proprietor of the 
Norwalk ostrich furrn, was in town yes 
terday. Speaking of the birds, ho said: 
“They aro all doing well, and I lmvo no- 
ticed a decided improvement in them 
year by year. Their feathers are also 
getting better, and this year aro worth 
20 per cent, more than what was given 
last season. Hitherto I have been ship- 
ping tho crop to San Francisco, but now 
I am going to try Chicago, as better 
priees are offered in that direction." 

“As far as ostrich farming in Southern 
California is concerned," he continued, 
“tho days of experiments aro over and 
tho business is pronounced a success. 
Tho pioneers in tho introduction of the 
birds hud so much to contend with that 
at first it looked like running at a dead 
loss all tho time, but now very hand- 
some profits me being realized. A farm 
is to be started near Santa Barbara in 
tho autumn by Mr. Lillingston. IIo has 
already purchased some of his birds and 
lias brooded several chicks.” 

“What are ostriches worth nowadays?" 
asked tho reporter. 

“A hundred dollars a pair for chicks 
and $000 a pair for breeding birds.” — Leu 
Angeles Herald. 


Cheapening Telegraphy. 

There 1ms lately been invented a new 
system, which, it is claimed, will make 
it cheaper to telegraph messages than to 
mail them. Dr. J. Harris Rogers, of 
Washington, D. C., is the inventor, and 
lie claims that the world will bo almost 
revolutionized by his discovery. Tho new 
system, Mr. Rogers says, reduces the 
English alphabet to ten elementary char- 
acters. The messages aro prepared by 
means of a machine resembling a type- 
writer and manipulated in tho same 
manner. With the uso of ton keys, ono 
for each character, any desirable mes- 
sage can be written. A test of the new 
apparatus was held in New York a few 
days ugo, and a message of seventy-six 
words sent over in twenty-five seconds 
aud printed on a tape in plain Roman 
characters. Tho inventor says that he 
can by this system make one wire do 
tho work that ten do now by tho system 
in vogue. 

Tliey Die with Their lIuoU Ou. 

“The Alstons die with their boots on.” 
Tlmt was the constant boast of the late 
Col. Bob Alston, famous throughout 
Georgia as an editor aud politician, llis 
grandfather and his father Imd died that 
way, uiul one day after iio imd made 
thut'boust lie was shot to death. Not 
long after this ono of his boys committed 
suicide in Washington, i). C. Today 
another sou was jailed at Lithonia, Ga., 
with a charge of murder opposite his 
name. A voting Scotchman named Wil- 
son was killed in a Fourth of July brawl 
there, and Alston is charged with the 
crime. The prominouco of Alston aud 
his family makes the case of particular 
interest.— Atlanta S]>ccml.

Oakland, August, 1880. 

To the Editor of the OitArntr. 

The sharpest carthquako felt In this 
city since the heavy set ies of earthquakes , 
of 180$, visited Oakland and vicinity 
about 5 o’clock on the morning of the j 
31st of duly. Had it not been for the 
fact that it was very slow in movement, 
doubtless it would have caused much 
damage. Two or three chimneys toppled 
over in West Oakland, clocks stopped, 
glass-ware was broken, but ttie real 
harm dojto was very little. Chickens 
and birds chatteied over the shock as 
though making some remarks in regard 
to the earth getting off its car-track, j 
while dogs were startled into barking, . 
and the nervous shock was great upon 
sick ami feeble persons. An attoruey-at- j 
law, named Cummins, had, previous to j 
the earthquake, been suffering from ! 
heart disense, but was getting better so 
that he was able to ride out on Saturday , 
and Sunday, but the nervous shock pro- | 
duced by tho earthquake caused his 
death in a short time. He was some- 
what noted as n scientist and linguist, 
being able to read in forty different lan- 
guages and converse in twenty-one. lie 
was also author of several grammars, and 
left an unfinished grammar of the Coptic 1 
language, which he was at work upon at 
the time of his death. An eastern wo- 
man in a certain hotel is reported as say- 
ing to her husband in her fright over the 
“quake,” “Let’s start right off for home 
this afternoon!” But old Californians 
are quite earthquake-hardened, so that 
many of them would prefer to hear an 
earthquake rattling at the door, rather 
than to hear a book-agent or sewiug-ma- 
chine-man doing the same. 

The historic French vessel “Natalia,” 
which was wrecked in Monterey Bay 
many years ago, has recently been visit- 
ed by “divers,” in order to obtain cop- 
per. This vessel conveyed Napoleon I 
from the Island of Elba to France in 
1815. It was afterward sold to the Mex- 
ican government, and was wrecked in 
Monterey harbor while acting as a coast- 
ing revenue boat sonic fifty or more years 
since. Visitors. to Monterey have seen 
portious of the vessel at low tide stand- 
ing out from the water. The wood-work 
is reported as badly decayed, and the 
divers have not met with the success an- 
ticipated in getting copper, but many 
nieces of wood from the vessel have been 
brought up and sold as relics, and au old- 
fashioned weight has beeu found which 
is supposed to have ouce weighed fifty 
pounds, but is now reduced to about ten 
pounds. 

The “Buckhorn Furniture Factory” 
lias recently been opened in Temescal, in 
the suburbs of Oakland. For twenty 
years Mr. McCarthy, the owner of the 
factory, lias been gathering up the buck- 
horns from Mexico, Texas, and else- 
where, securing the best horns possible, 
and ingeniously making them up into 
chairs. Several of these curious chairs 
have drawn medals from different fairs 
of the state, and many furniture dealers 
have taken specimens of these chairs for 
their show windows. Mr. McCarthy has 
also made two horn lounges, the only 
two heard of iu the couutry. The natu- 
ral horns are well polished up, and when 
finished very inviting and substantial 
seats are made from this singular mate- 
rial. 

The teredo, or long ship-worm, is a 
source of great trouble to owners of 
wharves on this coast, and great ravages 
have been committed by this mollusk iu 
and around the bay. The long animal is 
not related to the worms, but it has the 
true molluscan organization andsiphoual 
tubes. The young attach themselves to ! 
wood and soon perforate it. The holes 
are small at first but increase with the 
size of the animal. The several individ- j 
uals skillfully avoid boiiug into the Imr- i 
rows of their ueighbors, but often leave 
thin partitions, so that, as tiie numbers 
are great, the wood is soon honeycombed. I 
It is stated that the salter the water of ; 
the bay the better will liourish the tere- i 
do. 

To prevent the ravages of these ani- 
mals, creosoting works have been estab- j 
fished at San .-vdro, and hopes are en- | 
tertained that piles may become so thor- 
oughly filled with the poisonous creo- 
sote that the little animal may make its 
home elsewhere. Many inventions to 
this end have been tested heretofore and 
found worthless. The moisture is at 

first extracted from the piles by heat and 
vacuum, then the creosote is introduced 
-uto the retort and by means of pressure- 
pumps a pressure is obtained of 200 
pounds, it is said, to t lie square inch. 
The whole process taking about twenty- 
four hours. 

Another way of fighting the teredo lias j 
recently been advertised by a Teredo- i 
proof Pile company in San Francisco. 
All that portion of the pile exposed to 
the salt water is piotected by steel ar- 
mor, and the surface of the steel is treat I 
ed in its manufacture so that it will not 
rust. All travellers tire interested iu 
knowing that the wharves on which their ' 
ears run are perfect, and it is hoped that j 
some plan may be devised to conquer j 
•this mischiev >us mollu- c.

near where Astoiiu now stands, 
instead ot Mowing on down bv Mount 
Shasta and out of the Golden Cate.

Technical Schools. 

Technical schools are absolutely neces- 
sary so long ns there is no system of ap- 
prenticeship in the mills; and to the or- 
dinary American woman an apprentice- 
ship savors too much of the condition of 
the colored people before tho war. But, 
if a system was brought forth that was 
reasonably fair ami equitable for both 
sides, technical schools would not be so 
much required. In Bavaria, for instance, 
some thirty years ago, if the parents of a 
boy wished to have him learn the trade 
of a weaver, he was apprenticed to a mas- 
ter weaver. For a year or two the duties 
consisted in sweeping un tin* shop, mak- 
ing harness, acting as draw-boy if the 
master weaver had not introduced the 
Jacquard , piecing smashes, and making 
himself generally useful until lie was fa- 
miliar with the implements of his trade. 
He then learned to pick a sliutle across, 
and at the same time learned the lift of 
the harness for certain weaves, next how- 
to make a pattern, dress warps and make 
them up, so that by the time he had been 
there from live to seven years lie could 
make up cloth from its description. One 
would naturally suppose lie was now tit 
to be called a weaver, but not yet. His 
master would give him a card, stating 
his abilities and his length of service: ami 
Conrad or Fritz would now pick up his 
knapsack ami begin to earn his title as 
journeyman. His card explained that lie 
had to travel for twt> years to different 
places where his trade was carried on, 
and each employer was to write on the 
face of it how long the journeyman 
worked for him,— he was debarred from 
working more than six months in one 
place. — and what was his opinion of his 
abilities. At the end of the two years, 
or longer, perhaps, because some one 
who wished to be particularly skilled 
would visit Switzerland, Northern Italy, 
and France, lie returned to his place of 
apprenticeship, was given a pattern to 
prepare and make, had to show all the 
w orkings of it, deliver it to the cer- 
tain sages who sat at his examination, 
and, if lie passed satisfactorily, received 
his title as master weaver, and could 
now either work for any one who would 
employ him or start looms of his own 
and take in apprentices, who would have 
to follow the same routine, or could em- 
ploy the waude ring journeyman. Such a 
course of things would uot be tolerated 
in the States. It would be too slow for 
the feverish activity of the New Eng- 
lander. But it produced men who knew 
their trade thoroughly; and those men, 
if willing and able to work, never failed 
to succeed. This style of thing is dying 
out, and technical schools take their 
places; but in the best schools in Ger- 
many money and influence count just as 
the dollar does here. In England, tech- 
nical schools are also supplyiny the placo 
of the apprenticeship system, although a 
few still serve and then attend school for 
examination only, to enable them to re- 
ceive a diploma if they are efficient.— 
[Correspondent Boston Journal of Com- 
merce. 


A Famous Old Firearm? 

In Pilgrim hall at Plymouth is n 
famous firearm which is over two cen- 
turies old. It is the “Thompson long 
shot gun,” so called and has recently 
been put into the collection. The odd 
name for the weapon is derived ns fol- 
lows: John Thompson originally owned 
it and he landed at Plymouth, probably 
coming in the pinnace Little James in 
IH23. He took part iti the war of the 
colonists with King Philip and sorted in 
the garrison at Miadleboro. While there 
one day an Indian came out opposite the 
fort, and by various insulting gestures 
incensed the colonists so that, although 
the range was a very long one, and by 
measurement afterwards was found ti» 
be 825 yards, Thompson tried a shot 
with his weapon. He succeeded in 
bringing down the Indian, who had 
deemPd himself in safety. Tho old gun 
is a flint lock firearm and lias a barrel 
over six feet long, measuring nearly two 
inches in external diameter at tho breech 
and tapering toward the muzzle, which 
for the last three inches enlarges into a 
slight bell shape. The fore stock extends 
the entire length and the grip and butt 
arc very clumsy and unwieldy. The 
sights are open ones, the rear ones being 
notched fully half an inch in depth. It 
would carry a ball nearly an inch in 
diameter. The old weapon is in good 
order and can still shoot as well as ever. 

Its barrel is octagonal for quite a dis- 
tance from the breech and then becomes 
cylindrical, while the flaring muzzle is 
again worked iuto facets. — Old Culonly 
Memorial. 


The Banks o: the Hudson. 

In 1G09, after traversing the Hudson 
river from its mouth to Albany and care- 
fully noting the grandeur of either side 
of this magnificent highway of nature 
Hendrick Hudson wrote these words: 

° “It is a beautiful as land as one can 
tread upon.” 

Two hundred and eighty years liaNe 
marvelously increased the beauty of the 
great river called by Ills name, and could 
lie return to the scenes of his manhood 
he would find many more lovely sights 
than those upon which liis eyes rested 
in the early part of the seventeenth cen- 
tury. The natural beauties of the Hud- 
son are much the same, and no descrip- 
tion can exaggerate them; but the mag- 
nificent steamers that ply between New 
York and Albany, the innumerable sail- 
ing craft that dot the surface of the 
mighty river, the never-ending clusters 
of canal boats that are being towed up 
and down, the beautiful villas that one 
encounters at every turn, the magnifi- 
cent monuments Perpetuating heroic 
deeds, that we find here and there along 
the banks of this noblest river of t lie 
continent, adds an endless variety to the 
scenery and a resistless charm to the 
eye of the traveler. 


The English Minister. 

“Robert T. Lincoln, the new American 
minister,” says the London Star, “pos- 
sesses a good many advantages over his 
predecessors. Ho is more the typical 
American. Coming from the West, he 
brings with him its warm cordiality aud 
heartiness of manner. He is rather a 
tall man with brown hair and blue eyes. 
His face expresses much earnestness and 
honesty, and lie has a low, agreeable 
voice in conversation. Mr. Lincoln will 
l*e ably assisted in his social duties by 
Mrs. Lincoln, who lias had a large expe- 
rience socially, and is both charming and 
full of tact in her manners. Everyone is 
delighted at the idea of a young lady in 
the American ministers household. 
Miss Mary Lincoln is very pretty, with a 
strong individuality of her own. .she 
has a pale, smooth, American complex- 
ion. A quantity of silver-gold hair, that 
soft, light hair of pure gold, with the 
high lights all in silver. Her eyebiows 
are dark and piquantly arched, aud she 
lias a charming smile. Then she dresses 
like a French woman, so the chauces are 
that next season Miss Lincoln will be an 
acknowledged belle, and, the American 
embassy gayer than it lias been for 
years. 


Vacations. 

A receut writer for one of the maga- 
zines has hit upon a simple plan foi as- 
certaining whether the people are not 
better off financially than they were a 
generation ago. It is to investigate the 
subject of annual vacations and find out 
whether more persons do not now take 
a week or two ofT during the period 
indicated. It is probably true that such 
a plan is feasible, but we cannot see that 
it would work all the expected results. 
Undoubtedly more persons take annual 
vacations now than at that time— on r 
population is greater. But do they do 
this because they are better able to af- 
ford it, or because it is the fashion? And 
how are we going to learn that the last 
generation stayed at home because they 
could not afford to go away, when in 
point of fact we know that many of 
them could have gone? Evidently this 
plan won’t do.— Philadelphia Inquirer. 


A Novel Timekeeper. 

Probably the most novel timekeeper 
in America is an old-style, tall clock, 
owued by a gentleman iu Pawtucket, R. 
I., to which several ingenious inventions 
of its owner are attached, by means of 
which it is made to regulate tue affairs of 
the entire household. This timepiece 
never requires winding, as tho opening 
and closing of the front door during the 
day performs that work. Within the dial 
is an ingenious mechanism, by which 
the light in t lie front hall is turned up as 
the darkness approaches, and again is 
lowered as bed-time draws nigh. As 
morning dawns, the faithlul clock rings 
a bell in the back hull, calling the ser- 
vants to their daily labors. An hour lat- 
er a bell in the front hall warns the fam- 
ily that it is time to rise, and half an 
hour later another peal of the bell sum- 
mons them to breakfast. Besides these 
arrangements, the clock is connected with 
another in the gentleman’s room, where- 
by the two are struck simultaneously. 
Iu all these curious improvements and 
attach meats the aid of electricity lias 
evidently been involved. Like * most 
Yankee inventions, if uot more ingenious, 
it is, at least more practical than the fa 
inous clocks of European cities.

Henry Clay. 

An impartial student of history in the 
ne&t century will doubtless wonder on 
what grounds the advocates of the Sen- 
ate Tariff Bill of IS8S could appeal to Al- 
exander Hamilton and Henry Clay, Ham- 
ilton, English and thoroughly aristocrat- 
ic, the defeudnr of the Federal Constitu- 
tion, ‘‘that frail and worthless fabric,” 
is perhaps better understood as a High 
Tariff advocate, since onr brief account 
of his views in iast week’s Graphic. It 
may be worth while to consider a few 
moments the actions and opinions of 
Clay, the lather of two American poli- 
cies”— High Tariff and tho Fugitive 
Slave Law. 

In 1824, Henry Clay advocated and 

secured the passage of a strong Protec- 
tionist Tariff Law. 

In 1833 Henry Clay advocated and 

secured the passage of a measure which 
acknowledged the downfall of protec- 
tion and made provision for its ffnal 
abandonment within a period of nine 
years. 

In 1840, Henry Clay spoke in Con- 
gress as follows: — “No one, Mr. Presi- 
dent, in the commencement of tho pro- 
tective policy over supposed that it was 
to be perpetual. Wo hoped and believed 
that temporary protection, extended to 
our infant manufactures, would bring 
them up and enable them to with- 
stand competition with those of Europe. 

If tho protective policy were entirely to 
cease iu 1842, it would have existed quite 
ns long as its friends supposed it might be 
necessary.” 

In 1S42, Henry Clay supported the 

Tariff Bill on the ground that it was a 
measure for revenue and incidental pro- 
tection. and was not to bo understood as 
the revival of a high protective tariff. 

In 1850, Henry Clay wished to open 

discussion on the so-called Free Trade 
Tariff of 1850, but “not with any purpose 
of reviving tLoso high rates of protection 
which at former periods of our country 
were established for various causes— 
SOMETIMES FROM SINISTER CAUS- 
ES,— and without disturbing its essen- 
tial provisions.” 

Henry Clay, the creator of the Ameri- 
can system, believed in Fiee Trade if oth- 
er nation would accept it; hoped that 
manufacturing industries would employ 
women and children; contended that the 
adoption of a Chinese system would do 
away with warfare; advocated a tax up- 
on domestic whiskey ami tho prohibition 
of foreign ; thought there was no possi- 
bility of the accumulation of large capi- 
tals iu a few bands in this country; 
vindicated free raw materials as one 
mode of encouraging manufacturers:— 
supported the advalorem system as 
against the specific: — stated again and 
again that protection was only a tempo- 
rary expedient, not a permanent policy : 

and never at any time, in any way. 

shape, or manner, stated or intimated 
that a High Tariff makes, or keeps, or 
tends to make or to keep wages high.

portion of their time would he consumed 
to the detriment of tl e locality especial- 
ly needing their watchful care. With 
two stations this difficulty cottld he over- 
come. The men could he divided into , 
two divisions, each division having its 
own complement of patrolmen, who I 
would receive instructions and report 
for duty at their respective stations. In : 
this way, the men could report to their 
I superior officer occasionally, at either 
station, and a more thorough and syste- 
matic supervision of the men would re- 
sult. There arc those who believe that 
the starting point for a suitable station 
should be at West Newton, ultimately 
with the idea flf locating another station 
or division on the other side of the city. 
With one station arranged with offices 
and sleeping apartments, a bettor ser- 
vice could he secured and a better gov- 
ernment of the force maintained. The 
idea of forming a division could then he 
carried out, the force reporting at Gto 
station to consist of the men on routes in 
the nearest localities, and the same gen- 
eral idea to be carried out in duo time, 
by dividing up the city into two or more 
police districts. It must be soon that 
the city will require a continuous patrol 
service, and with this necessity comes 
the need of additional men and a station 
provided with apartments where the 
officers of the night relief can sleep until 
the hour of duty. At present there is 
no accommodation of this nature, and 
no change of any sort for the better 
cau be made until, at least, one suitable 
police station is erected. 


THE GOVERNORSHIP. 


Tho Journal in an editorial in its issue 
of August 0, calls attention to the fact 
that Councilman Moody of Lower Falls 
lias furnished the city with over $200 
worth of goods during the past year and 
questions the legality of such a transac- 
tion. It suggests the resignation of 
Councilman Moody if that gentleman de- 
sires to do business with the city. It 
seems very strange that our contempora- 
ry should pick out Councilman Moody as 
a subject for its criticisms concerning 
trade with the city, especially when 
many other business men. also members 
of the city government, have furnished 
goods to the city and received payment 
therefor. The object of the law in this 
matter is in the direction of preventing 
loss to the city by contracts made with 
members of the city government, who 
could practically name their owu fig- 
ures without the slightest fear of com- 
petition. I 11 the case of Councilman 
Moody's dealings with the city this ob- 
jection could not arise, for the goods ob- 
tained are purchased at lower figures 
than could bo procured of any other local 
dealer. There is no chance to bleed the 
city and after all, the great hue and cry 
raised by the Journal is based upon a 
very tlimsy foundation. The city solicit- 
or sees no objection to such trading and 
no danger to the city’s interest. Citizens 
generally express the same opinion aud 
any other view of the matter must be 
termed a very narrow one. It is simply 
being frightened at a shadow aud build- 
ing up serious difficulties that do not ex- 
ist. It would seem, therefore, that our 
contemporary was influenced really by 
some personal motive, rather than any 
interest it took in the welfare of the city. 
The editorial states that Mr. Warren of 
Newton Centre, who is an overseer of the 
poor, will not accept au or .er for coal, 
yet we find in auditor’s report for year 
ending Dec. 31, 1888, the item: George 
Warren, coal and wood, $10.00; also two 
charges from the same party for cement 
furnished the city. In the same report, 
the Fanning Printing Company lias num- 
erous charges for printing for the city, 
the total amount of their bill being 
$fi 0 S.(ll while Mr. Moody’s bill is only 
$230.31. One of the partners of the Fan- 
ning Printing Company is a member of 
the city government. In the same report 
there are numerous items, amounting to 
a few hundred dollars, representing au 
account with the city and David Conant, 
who was associated in business with a 
member of the city council. 

These items are refern. d to merely to 
show that in Councilman Meody’s case 
no precedent has been made and that it 
is not unusual or wrong, as might be in- 
ferred from the editorial in the Journal. 
We hope Councilman Moody will not re- 
sign as he has been an excellent member 
of the city council and has well repre- 
sented his ward. Such men are needed 
in the city government, and the people 
ol his district will undoubtedly nominate 
him as their candidate for re-electiou 
uext year, 


A POLICE STATK >.N NEEDED. 


From time to time the Graphic has 
called attention to the necessity of a 
proper building for a police station, aud 
the initiatory steps in this matter should 
be taken with a view to securing an ap- 
propriation for tlie purpose next year. 
A suggestion has been made to erect a 
suitable building in Newton Centre, en- 
tirely separated Iroin any other public 
b tildiug aud provided with cell room, 
guaid room, offices aud sleeping apart- 
ments. This idea is suggested by citi- 
zens who believe that it is only a ques- 
tion of time when it will be necessary to 
build police stations on either side of 
the city. If the one at Newton Centre 
was built, it would be only a step to- 
wards the erection of another huildiug 
at Newtonville or West New ton in the 
near future. The desirability of suitable 
police stations on either side of the city 
s obvious, for the reason of the scat- 
tered territory aud the difficulty in bund- 
ling the men from one station. ll the 
patrolmen all reported at one station, 
those wlio covered routes at the High- 
lands, Upper Fulls aud other remote 
points would he obliged to travel loug 
distances, and if they were required to 
report every hour or so at the station, as 
is the case in many cities, the greater 


The usual mid-summer vacation has 
apparently set in for politicians as well 
as the rest of the work-a-day world, and 
w f e hear very little of tho boomers and 
their booms. This inactivity is doubt- 
less more apparent than real, and while 
the surface is unruffled, there is commo- 
tion and agitation in the depths below. 
It is certainly better for the prospects of 
the party in the coming contest that the 
preliminary struggle for the nomination 
should be kept as far as possible out of 
the sight and mind of the people. In 
this state exper.ence should have taught 
the Republican party the wisdom of re- 
serving its fighting power for the com- 
mon enemy, particularly in a year like 
the present, when causes of difference 
exist that have at least threatened to be- 
come serious. A bitter contest over in- 
dividual claims to the nomination cannot 
fail to produce its uatural and usual re- 
sult of apathy and indifference, or in 
other words, a light republican vote. 
Moreover, this is not a year when the 
Republican party can afford to throw 
away a single chance. The Democrats 
have in Mr. Russell one of the strongest 
men that they ever presented to the peo- 
ple of Massachusetts as a candidate for 
the executive chair. Fresh from his re- 
markable canvass of last year, strong in 
the confidence of his owu party, and 
commanding the respect of even his po- 
litical opponents, he is a man who will 
win the light for the Democrats if the 
victory is within their reach. It is, 
therefore, a necessity of the situation 
that the Republicans should martial their 
whole host for the battle, and put their 
strongest man to the front as standard 
bearer. The Graphic has already ex- 
pressed the opinion that William W. 
Crapo of New Bedford is at once the 
strongest and the most available candi- 
date. Ilis long and useful career in 
Washington as member of Congress, his 
wide business experience, together with 
his undoubted natural talents, have com- 
bined to make him a broad-minded, vig- 
orous public mau, such as Massachusetts 
has always delighted to honor. With 
Mr. Crapo for their candidate, the Re- 
publican party have nothing to fear, even 
from Mr. Russell. 


MR. HAMBLEN FOR ALDERMAN. 

The attendance at the city convention, 
held in Eliot Lower Hall, Monday even- 
ing, was rather small, an evidence not 
so much of lack of interest, as of a gen- 
eral belief that Mr. E. C. Hamblen would 
be nominated for alderman, simply be- 
cause bis past experience and services in 
the city council eminently fitted him for 
the position. There lias been practically 
no opposition to Mr. Hamblen, and Re- 
publicans aud Democrats unite in giving , 
him cordial support, ilis nomination is 
satisfactory to the great majority of citi- 
zens, wlio believe that he will render val- 
uable service in the upper branch of tho 
city council. His record in the common 
council w ould naturally justify this opin- 
ion. Ho has been well informed on sub- 
jects of importance requiring his careful 
consideration, aud has displayed intelli- 
gence aud a conscientious regard of the 
city's interest in giving his vote, lie has 
been honest and outspoken in his opin- 
ions and au earnest advocate of measures 
that he believed to be for the city’s best 
interest. 

It only remains now to call caucuses 
i for the vacancies in the common council > 
aud iu the case of the vacuucy in ward 7. j 
| >t will lie necessary to order a special 
election which will he called for Tuesday, 
Sept. 3, the same date us the special 
election, for alderman.

THE SCOTCH POET. 


Writers of hymns have a wonderful 
hold upon the popular mind, and the fa- 
miliar hymns of our childhood linger 
* with us all along the pathway of life, 
The authors of these lyrics stand high 
upon the loll of earth's famous men and 
women. We love to think of Longfel- 
low, Bryant, Whittier aud many others. 
1 Rev. Dr. lloratius Bouar of Edinburg 


has written many a hymn which is incur- j 
porated with tho best sentiments and 
thoughts of noble mindn. He is thus 
known all over the world. Ilis death 
just now, at the ripe age of 80 yeors, 
brings to mind his great work in life. 
The titles of these hymns are familiar, 
and will call to mind pleasant thoughts. 
“Far down the ages,’' “Go, labor on; 
spend and be spent,” “Holy Father hear 
my cry,” “I was a wandering sheep,” 
“Yes, for me, for mo he careth,” are only 
a very few of tho excellent ones. The 
closing verse of his preface to “Old Let- 
ters” is appropriately recalled at this 
time: 

1 tuny not stay. Tho hill* tlmt smile around me 
Are tall of music, nnd Its happy glow 
Reckons me upward;— all that hero has bound me 
Seems now dissolving; daily I outgrow 
Tho chains and drags of earth. 1 rise. 1 go,— I go! 

A visitor to Dr. Bonar’s church in 187(1 
thus describes in Dufficdd’s “English 
Hymns,” Dr. Bonar’s personal appear- 
ance, with an incidental but well consid- 
ered characterization of his hymns: 

Tlie striking feature in his faco is the 
largo soft dark eye, the power of which 
one feels across tho church. There nro 
no hold, rugged lines in his faco, but be- 
nevoleuce and peace pervade it. Tho 
first thought was, “Ho is hist like his 
hymns, — not groat, but tender, sweet nnd 
tranquil.” Ilis voice is low, quiot and 
impressive. Ilis prayer was as simple as 
a child's. His power over the audience 
was ( omplctc. Even the children look- 
ed steadily into his face. I was sure the 
little ones never heard tho Good Shep- 
herd’s call more tenderly given. 


THAT MASS CAUCUS. 


No better endorsement of this city gov- 
ernment could possibly bo obtained than 
the small attendance at the mass caucus 
held in Ward 7 on Mouday evening last, 
to nominate a successor to ex-alderman 
Kennedy. As dissatisfaction with a 
management engenders a desire for a 
change, and as a very small element of 
the community if dissatisfied, can create 
what appears on tho surface to be quite a 
general feeling of distrust of an adminis- 
tration, an attendance at a caucus of only 
seven voters can only be regarded as 
highly complimentary to Mr. Ilamblen 
and the administration with which for 
two years he has been connected. But 
notwithstanding the fact that tho size of 
the caucus may be considered as an in- 
dication of the favor with which the 
present administration is regarded, it is 
also true that the lack of attendance can- 
not be said to indicate great political 
wisdom or sagacity on the part of our 
voters, or the existence of au overabund- 
ant desire on their part to do the duty 
they owe the city in exercising the right 
of suffrage. Although as it happened, 
only good resulted from the caucus iu 
question, it seems the height of folly, 
and we think we are using a mild expres- 
sion, to allow such an important matter, 
to take care of itself. Voters should at- 
tend the caucuses. We have been told 
that Newton voters will not do so and 
that' there is no use to ask them; more- 
over that they dislike to be reminded of 
their neglect of this duty. Unfortunate- 
ly however we have had to remind them 
iu the past and shall continue to do so 
in the future whenever occasion there- 
for shall ariso. 


The cause of the large declino in im- 
migration to this country the first six 
months of tho year is puzzling the au- 
thorities at Castle Garden. One reason 
given is that tho heavy immigration of 
the past few years has “reduced the su - 
plus” of population of several European 
countries. No doubt tho strict surveil- 
lance of those who come with a view to 
prevent paupers and undesirable ones 
from landing and tho return of several 
such, is responsible as one cause. Tlie 
figures of the first six mouths of 1889 
were 173,078, against 230,325 in 1S8S, a 
falling off of 37 per cent. There is no oc- 
casion for alarm in noting these facts, 
but rather a cause for gratulatiou. It is 
well that those who* come to this coun- 
try for a home should be taught the 
principles underlying our government 
and society, so that they may be valuable 
additions to the population. A smaller 
number can be easier learned and will 
more readily adjust themselves to the 
new and improved circumstances, and 
feel more strongly the benefits of our 
higher civilization.

THE IMPROVED SYSTEM OF PROPELLING STREET CARS.

An Exiled Russian Grand Duke. 

A good mnny Boch'ty peoplo who at- 
tended the grand bull nt the Oult house, 
given in honor of tho RuBBian Grand 
Duke Alexis, will bo interested in the 
news from St. Petersburg tlmt thathnnd- 
Bomo prince baa been disgraced and ex- 
iled to Siberia. Alexis has been con- 
ducting a “flirtation" bo opon and shame- 
less with tho CountesB Zennide do Benu* 
Imrnnis, wife of tho Duke do Leuchten- 
berg, that he has been deprived of his 
office of lord high admiral of tho fleet 
and shorn of his other honors and exiled 
besides— at least the dispatch says so, 
though it looks incredible. Tho lovely 
countess has been given permission to 
leave tho empire for an indefinite period. 

When Alexis visited this country lie 
was tho recipient of a constant round of 
social attentions. Ho was in Louisville 
in 1872, I think, and the hull given in 
his honor was one of tho most brilliant 
in tho history of tho city. The belles of 
Kentucky vied with cacli other in their 
efforts to secure tho favor of this scion 
of royalty. Alexis made a good impres- 
sion while in tins country, and seemed to 
bo very much of a gentleman, even if ho 
was a descendant of an effete monarchy. 
A poor lady living in Henry county went 
insane on the subject of tho prince’s visit 
to Louisville, and imagined herself en- 
gaged to him. Her friends could never 
up to tho day of her death relieve her of 
the hallucination that she was the prom- 
ised bride of Alexis. Sho would fre- 
quently come to Louisvillo to look for 
him and prepare for the wedding. She 
went by the name of “tho Princess Lu 
cinda,” and was of a good family. — 
Louisville Post. 


A Jumbo Among Chimneys. 

Tho tall chimneys erected by tho Har- 
graves and Globo yarn mills now bid fair 
to bo eclipsed by one being erected nt the 
Fall River Iron Works company’s mill. 
The experts on tho heights of chimneys 
say that it will bo tho second highest in 
this country. 

Instead of hoisting the brick and mor- 
tar on tho outside, as is commonly done, 
an elevator is being built to run up the 
interior of tho chimney. It is to be run 
by a hoisting engine by means of a wire 
cable. Aj tho work progresses the guides 
for tho elevator will be erected inside, 
and the overhead work moved upward. 
There will he 1,500,000 bricks used, and 
the total cost will not bo far from $10,000. 

The work on the foundation is com- 
pleted. It contains 2,000 tons of Fall 
River granite, held together with 700 
barrels of Portland cement. Tho bot- 
tom stone is 8 feet below tide water and 
the top one is 8 feet above. Tho total 
height of tho chimney above tho level 
of the ground will bo 340 feet. The 
pressure on tho foundation stones will 
be two and a half tons per square foot. 
At the base the stack will bo square, but 
about 20 feet from the ground tho cor- 
ners will be sloped away, and the whole 
affair will rise in circular form into tho 
air, and in general outline will seem like 
a gigantic baseball bat. Away up in the 
air tho chimney will be crowned by a 
terra cotta cap, each section of which 
will bo 5 feet thick. Other dimensions 
are: Diameter at base, 80 feet; diameter 
at head, 21 feet; diameter at smallest 
part, 15 feet 4 inches. Tho flue will be 
11 feet in diameter. — Fall River Globe. 


A Costly Petticoat. 

There are two events, apart from tho 
exposition, about which all Paris is gos- 
siping. Even tiie thousands of visitors 
know of and are interested in one of 
these which promises to bo more than a 
nine days’ wonder. This is tho purchase 
of a petticoat, a bona fide petticoat, 
which was an indescribable combination 
of silk, flowers and lace, and for which 
was paid tho fabulous sum of 15,000 
francs. Rumor has it that it was pur- 
chased by an American Croesus, and 
Frenchmen nro congratulating them- 
selves that their countrywomen, how- 
ever eccentric, never tempted them to 
commit such a piece of extravagance. 
Tho Croesus may havosomo trouble with 
tho customs on his arrival in America, 
as tho flowers and lace are put on this 
now celebrated petticoat in such profu- 
sion that a suspicion of smuggling may 
involuntarily find room in tho mind of 
tho matter-of-fact officer. But tho pur- 
chaser will no doubt he able to prove his 
honesty of purpose in importing tho ar- 
ticle. This petticoat, which actually sold 
for tho sum named above, is but an ex- 
aggerated example of those now worn 
by women of wealth and fashion. — Chi- 
cago Herald.

“THt SILENT CITY." 


Wonderful I’bot oglu pb Taken of a lift- 
nmrkiihle .Mirage In Alaska. 

During the past fifteen years Professor 
Richard D. Willoughby Ims been a char- 
acter in Alaska well known among 
whites and natives. As one of the early 
settler i of old Fort Wrnngel, in which 
liis individuality was stamped among 
the sturdy miners who frequented tho 
then ini|K>rtnnt trading post, lie lias 
grown with tho far off territory, nnd is 
today ns much a part of Alaska’s history 
ns the totem poles are identified with 
the past lives of native chieftains. To 
him belongs the honor of being the first 
American who discovered gold within 
Alaska's ice bound peaks. 

Professor Willoughby is favorably 
known from Fort Tongas to Mount St. 
Elias. He lived a third of a century 
along the coast, and his knowledge of 
Southeastern Alaska forms an Arctic 
encyclopedia of which lie himself is an 
inseparable part. Ho left civilization so 
long ago that lie docs not remember of 
ever having seen a locomotive or a train 
of cars. He is a man of robust stature 
and about 00 years of age. As a miner 
lie lias no equal in the territory. Ho lias 
exposed more locations of mineral wealth 
than any other three men, and is at pres- 
ent the owner of many promising claims. 
Among other tilings upon which lie em- 
ploys liis spare moments is photography. 
While pursuing this scientific amuse- 
ment Professor Willoughby frequently 
discovered remarkable mirages, and af- 
ter four years of labor, amid dangers, 
privation nnd suffering, he accomplish- 
ed for tho civilized world a feat in pho- 
tography heretofore considered prob- 
lematic, It was on the longest day in 
June, 1888, that Willoughby’s camera 
took within its grasp the reproduction of 
a city remote and, at first glance, thought 
to be within the recesses of another 
world. This remarkable photograph was 
taken at 9 o’clock at night in Glacier bay. 

Tho mirage city wds named by Profes- 
sor Willoughby “The Silent City.’’ The 
first two copies were sent to the govern- 
ment officials at Washington, D. C. The 
second was placed in the hands of tho 
purser of an Alaskan steamer, and the 
third copy was sent to The Chronicle. It 
is 10 inehes in length bj* 8 inches in width. 
The view, sometimes indistinct, is appa- 
rently taken from a public park or gar- 
den on a hill. In the foreground is a 
graveled walk, a 6tout fence, a rustic 
seat and a little child at play. Beyond 
the stone wall are the roofs of houses, 
with clumps of trees at tho sides. In the 
distance are the half completed towers 
of a cathedral and several tall public 
buildings, while far away, enveloped in 
what appears to bo a cloud like atmos- 
phere, are tall smoke stacks and the 
towers of churches. The style of archi- 
tecture is decidedly modern, tho roofs 
are like those of England or the British 
provinces. The chimneys nro made of 
tiles. Taken as a whole, it is a remark- 
able photograph, artistic to a largo de- 
gree. 

A correspondent of Tho Chronicle, 
writing from Juneau, Alaska, says of 
Willoughby and his wonderful photo- 
graph: "Tho professor is perfectly 
straight in his business transactions, and 
in my dealings with him I have foun i 
him tho soul of honor. I have frequent- 
ly seen mirages in Alaska, but never 
saw tho photograph of one. Peterson 
Brothers, who are tho only first clas.* 
artists here, say tho picture is a genuine 
production, and think it is of a city in 
Russia. San Francisco can probably lo- 
cate the town.” 

A hundred people or more were 
shown the photograph yesterday. Some 
regarded the whole thing as a fraud, 
while others believed it tho genuine 
photographic result of a mirage. One 
man related Ins experience with a mi- 
rage in Death Valley, in San Bernardino 
county. Going down tho mountain side 
into tiie valley one sees a mirage repre- 
senting a luxuriant garden with lakes, 
rivers, waterfalls and rich vegetation. 
Upon reaching the base of the moun- 
tain a barren, sandy desert is found in 
the valley. 

Tho ox) ert photographer employed at 
Tabor’s art rooms examined the photo- 
graph critically and said: "1 never 
heard of a city represented in a mirage 
before. I have seen islands nnd land- 
scapes, but never a city. The photo- 
graph is the result of a badly exposed 
plate. I regard it as a trick. ’ Such a re- 
sult could be obtained in making a copy 
from a similar photograph by long ex- 
posure on a bright moonlight night, say 
an hour's exposure. But tho figure of a 
human being, like those of the children 
in the foreground of this picture, would 
not show at all in tho representation of a 
mirage. This photograph was taken by 
a rapid exposure, about two or three sec- 
onds in duration, either in a bad light or 
a poor exposure." 

Mirages, as a general rule, represent 
scenes in tho immediate vicinity, not 
over a few nuiulred miles away at the 
best. At first tho city of Victoria was 
suggested, but an old resident of that 
city denied the likeness. Victoria is fully 
900 miles from Glacier bay, where tho 
alleged photograph was made. A seorc 
of persons ventured an opinion as to tho 
location of "The Silent City.” However, 
no one could be found who recognized 
the scene. At Tabor’s and other photo- 
graphic* establishments it was thought 
tho picture was that of a city in Franco 
or Germany. A dozen persons agreed 
tlmt it resembled Montreal or Quebec, 
possibly Halifax. The agents of tho Ca- 
nadian Pacino, who uro well acquainted 
with Canadian cities, stated that it could 
not ho Toronto. Ottawa or Quebec. They 
were divided in opinion as to Halifax 
and Montreal. In tho latter city there is 
a cathedral building resembling the one 
hi the photograph. Asafiuul result of 
yesterday’s investigation Montreal ap- 
pears to be t Iio most likely city repre- 
sented in the wonderful mirage picture 
of "Tho Silent City."— San Francisco 
Chronicle.

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Tho World's Acceptance of Us. 

Goethe says. “The world accepts every 
person for what he gives himself out to 
be.” 

At. first flash wo are inclined to chal- 
lenge this statement Hut the fact is we 
“give ourselves out” in a groat many 
ways we neither intend or suspect. One’s 
carriage, movements, expression of face, 
attitudes, voice, the choice and tit of our 
clothes and our habitations, our friends 
and companions— all aro but a network 
of “looped and windowed ragged ness” 
through which he that runs may get a 
glimpse of our real character and know 
more in certain ways about us than 
know about ourselves. 

A dog alwavs knows when you are 
afraid of him. You march past him with 
an air of bravado. What slink of your 
eve, or untoward wrinkling of your 
clothes, or unconscious quickening of 
youi motion, gave out to the dog that 
your heart was being dissolved within 
you? There was something that told it; 
and the dog knew it. A horse knows 
instantly when the hand of a master 
holds the reins: and little children know 
whom to trust and whom to suspect, 
whom to obey and whom to defy. 

You enter a street-car and the man op- 
posite who gives you a casual glance set- 
t es very definitely some things you nev- 
er suspected in yourself. There is a tine 
line of superciliousness in your face, es- 
pecially when the car goes past a low- 
quarter, there is a slight toss of vour 
head when you gather back your skirts 
from the washerwoman with the dirty 
baby; there was hardly a hair-breadth of 
motion, but it told direction as plainly as 
if it had been two miles. You pose be- 
fore yourself and your world as a benev- 
olent person. You assist at the Cash- 
girl’s Fair and the Children’s Fresh-Air 
Fund and dress Christmas dolls, and you 
love your neighbor as yourself in many 
ways which you could me tion, but you 
“give yourself out to be’* something 
quite different from your ideal self by a 
turn of your lip or a tone of the voice— 
a word spoken or a word omitted. 

You have heard people use French 
phrases to convey the idea that they 
were conversant with that language: but 
instead they gave out very definitely that 
they knew nothing about it. .Some 
slight difference ot sound— very slight, 
but absolutely impossible to one who 
understood himself -betrays alike the ig- 
norance and pretense of a would-be 
Frenchman. Have you never seen young 
girls sign themselves in autograph books 
“r otre amie or "votre ami?" Well, they 
simply “give themselves out.’’ 

Have you never seen a lady keep the 
conversation in her hands and at her own 
level? from herself as the centre she 
reels off platitudes, or hurls javelins of 
remarks amoug her guests, who gasp 
monosyllabic replies. This lady prides 
herself upon being an entertainer, a con- 
versationalist, the queen of the occasion; 
but in truth she “gives herself out” as a 
fearful bore— a person to be run from a 
thousand miles 

“It might have been worse,’’ said an 
old Englishman when his wife died; “it 
might have been me.” He thought lie 
was “justifying the ways of God to man” 
— lie was. for everybody else was of opin- 
ion that it bad better have been him that 
died. 

“I keep my keyhole stuffed with pa- 
per.” said a discreet duenna in a whis- 
per; and this “gave out” that she herself 
was in the habit of keyholes. 

A lady makes herself a slave to an ele- 
gant wardrobe— >. ml she looks like what 
she subjects herself to: she conveys some 
indefinite impression of the supremacy 
of clothes and the subordinacy of her- 
self. She can never have the subtle air 
of distinction which a woman has who 
does not think of her clothes, who can 
look right without spending great and 
constant thought upon her garments.

The Earliest Memory. 

If you wish to make an entertaining 
experiment with the memories of your 
friends, try, sometime when a group of 
people are in the mood of plavful remin- 
iscence, to find out from each oue the 
very first thing in life which made a last- 
ing impression upon the memory. Every 
one has heard of the assertion of Charles 
Dickens that he remembered being hand- 
ed hastily as a baby, from one woman to 
another at the time of a carriage accident 
and learning afterward that this really 
took place when lie was only six months 
old.

'One after another told their little sto- 
ries with the pleasure which always goes 
with keen personal experience of this sort 
until it came the turn of active Master 
Jack. 

“The first thing I can now remember,” 
he said, bringing his eyelids down aud 
tipping up his chin in a thoughtful man- 
ner, “the very first tiling T can remem- 
ber, my father was looking fur me with a 
willow switch in his hand, and I was 
cuddled down somewhere keeping still, 
and my foot was asleep Whew!”

Paper in the Household. 

I do not propose to speak of tlie many 
useful and wonderful articles that are 
manufactured from paper, but merely of 
the valuable uses to which it can be put 
by the housekeeper. Few housekeepers 
have time to black their stoves every 
day, or even every week. Many wash 
them in either clear water or dish water. 
This keeps them clean, but they look 
very browu. After a stove has been 
ouce thoroughly blackened, it can be 
kept loookiug perfectly well for a long 
time by rubbing it with paper every 
morning. 

If I occasionally find a spot of gravy 
or fruit juice that the paper will not take 
off, l rub it with a wot cloth, but do not 
put on water enough to take off the 
blacking. I find that rubbing with paper 
is a much nicer way of keeping the out- 
side ot my tea kettle, coffee pot and tea 
pot bright and clean than the old way of 
washing them in suds. ( The inside of 
coffee and tea pots should always be 
rinsed in clear water and never in the 
dish water.) 

Rubbing with dry paper is also the 
best way of polishing knives, spoons and 
tin wear after scouring. This saves wet- 
ting the knife handles. If a little dour 
be bold on the paper in rubbing tinware 
and spoons, they shine like new silver. 
For polishing windows, mirrors, lamp 
chimneys, etc., I always use paper in 
preference to a dry cloth.

This Year’s Eclipses. 

Not since the year 1712 have there been 
two total eclipses of the sun in a single 
calendar year, and this phenomenon will 
not occur again until the year 2057. The 
preseut year lias however, two total ec- 
lipses and one an annular, which oc- 
curred June 28, and was visible in the 
Indian Ocean and South Africa, and the 
other, total which occurs Dec. 22d, which 
will be visible in South America and 
most of Africa. The best places for ob- 
servation will be on the west coast of 
Africa and the American party of ob- 
servers who go out under the auspices of 
the Navy Department, will make their 
observations at Muxima, a town about 
one hundred miles to the southeast of 
St. Paul «le Luanda. Other parties from 
the United States will make observa- 
tions, some at other places in Africa and 
others in South America, but the most 
elaborate preparations are being made 
by the Navy Department party. The 
expedition will involve a great deal of 
work, since all the instruments will have 
to be carried by the party, and will have 
to he transported a hundred miles into 
the interior of the country where trans- 
portation facilities are extremely meagre. 
If the observations which are to be made 
are successful, they will be awaited by 
the scientific world with a great deal of 
interest, since the observations made at 
the last eclipse have considerably nulli- 
fied some views that were theretofore 
held concerning the constitution of the 
envelopes which encircle the sun. The 
sun’s photosphere is a favorite object of 
study for astronomers, and its constitu- 
tion is not accurately enough known as 
yet to render observations of it unim- 
portant. The photosphere can lie care- 
fully examined only during a total eclipse 
and total eclipses are by no means a 
common phenomena.

William McKinley, Jr. — “The raw ma- 
terial class have rights which cannot be 
ignored.” “If free raw material will 
cheapen the product of the factory and 
the mill, of course by the same logic the 
products of the mill will bo cheapened 
if competing products are admitted free 
of duty.”

Vacation in a Buggy. 

The comparatively inexpensive pleas- 
ure of a vacation carriage drive through 
the country is enlarged upon by the New 
York Herald. One of the most pictur- 
esque drives, it says, is to Litchfield, 
around the lake nnd so to New Haven or 
Hartford. Many New Yorkers can be 
found every summer at Litchfield, which 
lies among the bills, surrounded by some 
of the most charming scenery iu the 
State. The cheapest way for persons in 
the city who do not happen to have their 
own conveyances and who contemplate 
driving through Connecticut, or for that 
matter, through any section adjacent to 
the metropolis, is to go by rail to some 
small town and hire a team there by the 
week. A horse anti buggy can be hired 
for a fortnight, by bargaining with the 
local liveryman, tor about $20. All the 
luggage necessary is plain wearing ap- 
parel that will not show the dust, such 
toilet articles as are absolutely required 
and a heavy shawl or waterproof for the 
lady iu case of rain and an overcoat for 
the gentleman. The only other expense 
will ho for meals, lodging and feed for 
the horse. Twenty-live cents will pay for 
the horse aud $2 a day will be ample fot 
each person. If two go, therefore, the 
total expense for a ride of 300 to 400 ot 
oven 500 miles, taking two weeks for it, 
need not exceed say $55. That is jus 
about half wliat it would cost to stay at 
a watering-place and do anything mote 
than eat and sleep.

BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS. 


It is to be hoped that the commission 
now revising the City Ordinances will 
provide iu their report to the CityCouncil 
for the creation of a Board of Public 
Works. We believe that such a pro- 
vision will meet the endorsement of a 
large majority of our citizens, as un- 
questionably it will of almost all that 
portion of them who have seen service in 
the City Council. The well known re- 
luctance of many of the men best fitted 
for work in our City Council to accept 
positions therein, is largely due to the 
immense amount of time required to 
conscientiously discharge the duties in- 
cumbent upon our City officials under 
our present system of conducting the 
City’s business; in fact the chairmen of 
some committees, notably those of the 
Highway and Public Property Depart- 
ments, iu order to properly discharge 
the duties of their official position, must 
either have no private business or allow 
it to bo seriously neglected. 

In our opinion this is all wrong; gra- 
tuitous service to such an extant is alto, 
gether too much to ask, and a great deal 
more than most men can afford to give. 
An unfortunate feature of the situation, 
too, is the fact that the work of the de- 
partments is not decreasing, nor in the 
nature of things can it decrease; year by 
year new buildings are called for which 
roust be erected and subsequently cared 
for: new streets are necessarily laid out, 
adding greatly to the already extensive 
work of highway maintenance and re- 
pairs; water mains and services are be- 
ing constantly added to our system, now 
one of the largest iu New England: and 
by the introduction and extension of the 
electric lighting system, much additional 
work, the annual increase of which is 
inevitable, has been placed upon the com- 
mittee in charge of the Street Lighting 
Department. Besides the departments 
referred to, another, that of the City 
Sewers, must soon become a matter of 
serious concern to tho committee having 
it in charge. 

That the City’s business has been and 
is being well conducted is no excuse for 
continuing the present system of its 
management; that system was proper 
and efficient at the time of its adoption, 
but it has outgrown its usefulness and 
should ho discarded; the City Council 
shou’d consider the necessity and wis- 
dom of appropriations asked for, grant- [ 
ingthem where it is expedient to do so. 
but tho expenditure of the appropria- 
tions and the management of the differ- 
ent departments, under rales adopted by 
the City Council, should be delegated to 
a Board of Putdic Works. 


The Ronton Journal Is making an hon- 
est fight ngainst the present loose way 
of disposing of the credentials of dele 
gates to state and other conventions and 
justly says that delegates and alternates 
should be chosen without power of 
substitution. This would work a much 
needed reform in our political methods. 
It is too often the caso that tho dele- 
gates elected at a caucus because they 
aro supposed to represent the wishes of 
the caucus, pass ovor their credentials to 
any one who wishes to have them, and 
in this way the wish of tho voters is de- 
feated. It is to he hoped that the Jour- 
nal will he successful in its courageous 
fight ngainst corrupt political methods. 


Col. Albert Clarke's lotter in 
Thursday's Herald shows that he is a 
great improvement over Mr. Radclyffe as 
Secretary of the Home Market Club. He 
is a forcible writer and knows how to 
marshal his arguments to the best ad- 
vantage. The Home Market Club has 
certainly benefit ted by the change.

NEWTON ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 


Death of Mr. Joliu Warner. 

Deacon John Warner died at his resi- 
dence on Park street Tuesday morning. 
The deceased had been ill four weeks; 
his illuess being due to Brights Disease 
in its early stages, but a complicating 
acute inflammation of the stomach, was 
the chief cause of his sufferings and also 
of his death. Deacon Warner was born 
in England, Jan. 24, 1817, and passed his 

nd birthday last January. He came to 
Newton with his father’s family when he 
was two years old and had resided here 
most of the time since. When a com- 
paratively young man, he held an im- 
portant position in the furniture factory 
of the late Edwin Smallwood, continuing 
in his employ for a number of years. In 
the y* ar 1S50 he bought oat the grocery 
business of Lyman G. Stevens in Middle- 
sex Block and continued at this stand 
until 1870 or 71. when he built a new 
building, corner of Centre and Elmwood 
streets, which was the first substantial 
brick structure erected in this portion of 
the city, and removed his business to the 
new location. He retired from business 
in 1875, his son, the late J. Edwin War- 
ner, succeeding him. lie had been an 
overseer of the poor for about 2u years, 
serving in that capacity under both* town 
and city "overmen ts. He was elected an 
assistant assessor for Ward 7 in 1847, con- 
tinuing in that offieo until 1$$5 For 
nearly 30 years he had been a Deacon of 
the Eliot Congregational Church and had 
always taken a great interest iu religious 
matters and exerted a wide influence for 
good in this re atiou. lie was a man re- 
spected, esteemed and loved iu the com- 
munity where he had spent his life, ’his 
kiud sympathy for the unfortunate, mid 
his genial, kindly greeting always exten- 
ded to his friends being noticeable traits 
of his character. His quiet, useful and 
honorable life has ended, but the memory 
of the man will long be enshrined in the 
hearts of the people. He was a loving 
father, a kind husband, n generous 
friend, a public spirited mid conscien- 
tious citizen, whose death will be sin- 
cerely niourued. 

The funeral services were held at the 
Eliot church chapel. Thursday afternoon 
and were largely attended. Rev. Mr. 
Calkins officiated ami in his remarks 
paid a high tribute to the Christian 
character of the deceased. A quartet 
consisting of Mrs. Hibbard, Mrs. Fisher, 
Messrs. C. F. Bacon and C. A. Farley 
sang appropriate selections, The floral 
tributes were numerous and beautiful. 
Interment was in the family lotatMt. 
Auburn.

Johnson gave his views concerning the 
growth of Richmond since the late war. 
“The city is fully one-third larger," he 
said, “and has changed a great deal, espe- 
cially in regard to commerce and agricul- 
ture. The commercial and manufacturing 
interests have increased, but the farms out- 
side of the city limits are going to decay. 
The old plantations, once the scene of activ- 
ity, are in many cases neglected, and wood- 
lots nnve grown up over fields formerly in 
cultivation, where the colored people were 
engaged in cotton-growing and in raising 
tobacco. Tlie colored people are well treat- 
ed and their condition has greatly im- 
proved. During my visit,” said the dea- 
con, “I received courteous treatment from 
the white people. I found only two stores 
in Richmond where colored people were de- 
barred from the same privileges accorded 
the white population. These were apothe- 
cary establishments where they refused to 
sell me soda on account of my color. 
When I told them I was from old Massa- 
chusetts, they looked a little startled, espe- 
cially as I intimated that such business 
methods would hardly work in the section 
where 1 came from. The colored people, 
however, are generally well treated. Poli- 
tics wage pretty warm there and the white 
politicians carry their dinner to the polls. 
The only way in which they seek to pre- 
vent the colored men from voting is by sur- 
rounding them and muddling their ideas by 
a constant stream of argument merely to 
gain time or to so dishearten them that they 
will return to their homes without casting 
their ballots. Threats or abuse are not re- 
sorted to, according to the statements of a 
majority of the colored people. During my 
absence I visited my old master, who did 
not recognize me, at first. He gave me a 
hearty welcome when he learned my 
name.”

Old Trees in Newton. 

The Boston Herald in its lengthy article 
about old trees in New England has the 
following about old trees in this city: 

There are many beautiful trees in i 
Newton, and some that have stood for 
ceutuvies, having been planted by tlie first 
settlers. A noteworthy specimen is an 
old elm in tlie yard of 13. F. Houghton’s 
estate on Washington street, West New- 
ton. It was about 13 yeais old when the 
captive red coats passed through the old 
town during the revolutionary war. It 
was planted in 17<i7 in tlie spot where it 
now stands, by John Barber,who kept the 
old tavern then located near where Mr. 
Houghton's house now is. The trunk is 
over fifteen feet in circumference, and 
during the past 35 years the circum- 
ference has increased over a foot. 

Near the Eliot station on the Newton 
circuit railroad there are two ancient 
oaks, supposed to be over 200 years 
old. 

At Newton Upper Falls, near the ; 
factory tboarding house attached to Pet- 
tee's machine works, there is an elm 
which was brought from the woods by 
tlie father of Gen. Ebenezer Cheney and 
set out by him. 

In Mr. Smallwood’s pear orchard in 
Newton there are two pear trees planted 
by the first settlers of Newton over 200 
years ago. The trunk of one of the 
pear trees is nearly 10 *feet in circum- 
ference. 

On the estate of ex-Gov. Claflin in 
Newtonville, near tlie mansion house, 
there is an elm tree which was set out 
previous to A D. 1700. The trunk is 10 
feet in circumference. 

On the estate of George Hyde, Centre 
street, there is also a very old elm, tlie 
trunk of which is about 13 feet iu cir- 
cumstance. It was set out by Samuel 
Hyde about the year 1040.

Vocation Hints. 

Many sudden deaths are caused each 
year, declares thu London Lancet, by the 
summer vacation. We know a wise law- 
yer, it says, who never did anything the 
first day of his vacation, as little as pos- 
sible the second, took a short walk the 
third, two short walks the fourth, and 
not until the eighth day was ready to 
climb a mountain. By this cautious 
course he grew stronger to the end, and 
returned home with vitality enough to 
work till the time for the next outiug 
came around. One can make a great 
change in his habits without detriment 
if lie takes a long time to do it. but only 
young i>ei. sons can risk sudden changes, 
ami they sometimes fall victims to the 
strain. Bathers should enter the water j 
swiftly, says a medical authority, not al- ! 
lowing the lower limbs to become chilled, J 
thus driving the blood to the head. Many j 
bathers plunge into the water head fore- | 
most; but this is not necessay. To iu >- 
merge the body up to the neck is enough, i 
After this the body resumes au oven tem- 
perature, and when this course is fol- 
lowed injurious results are rare. The | 
common belief that it is necessary to wet 
the head upon entering the water is 
based upon the assumption that other- 
wise too much blood is impelled upward. 
This is not true if the rest of the body is 
quickly immersed. Ladies cannot be ex- 
pected to soak their hair every time they 
bathe, nor is it necessary that they should 
do so. A common error is that of remain- 
ing in the water too long. Blue lips, 
shivering limbs and subsequent head- 
aches should be sufficient warning. A 
nap after bathing is recommended by 
physicians. Too violent exercise in the 
water should bo avoided. The extreme 
fatigue which follows is in itself suffi- 
cient evidence that it is injurious. 


Plenty of Beef. 

If any persons have been frightened by 
recent rumors of a coming deficiency in 
the beef supply of tho country, they can 
find reassurance iu this year’s report of 
the Agricultural Department on farm 
animals. To put this statement in round 
numbers, says thu Providence Journal, 
there were *25,000.000 in the United States 
in 1800. 83,000,000 in 1880, and 50,000,000 
iu 1880, the year covered by tho last re- 
port. If we examine the matter more iu 
detail, the increase is found to have 
gone on with considerable regularity 
from year to year. There have been, of 
course, hard winters and seasons of pes- 
tilence, years when breeding paid well 
and high prices were the rule, and years 
when profits were slight and the fatten- 
ing piocess was unremunorative.J^Yet 

through it all the beef-raising business 
has steadily grown, and it promises to go 
on increasing quite as rapidly as the 
needs of tho country demand. The areas 
of pasture where cattle can be fattened 
with little or no extraneous food are 
coming to be more generally occupied; 
cattle ate matured at an earlier age than 
formerly and are more profitable, be- 
cause they bring quicker returns under 
the modern system of treatment, and 
thus declines in price are easier to meet. 
It is true that thu ranch and range eattle 
are not as numerous as a few years ago. 
because thu pasture areas are needed by 
settlers. But as thu bounds of the 
ranches are contracted, smaller stock 
farms and more careful treatment are re- 
sorted to. and there is no reason, despite 
some recent pessimistic predictions, to 
fear that the beef supply is at all likely to 
fall below the demand.

Tho stairway is rich; there is a beautiful 
mantel in it. Tho stairway at one end shows 
up uicely from tho front and projects into n 
bay at tho sido. This plan is capable of 
being contracted into a much smaller house. 
Tho rooms aro large, and altogether it is on 
quite an extensive sonic. It has been built 
several times several Bizos smaller nnd at a 
much less cost. From the largo hall one can 
go into the parlor, sitting room and dining 
room. 

Tho pantry, china closet and kitchen are ns 
conveniently flttl.l as tho experience of those 
interested would suggest. Tho kitchens and 
pantries of tho plans which hnvo appeared 
from time to timo hnvo been fully described. 
Tho idea in all is tho same. The require- 
ments aro no dilfereut in an oxponsivo house 
than in one less expensive. Labor saving de- 
vices aro oven moru necessary in u cheuper 
house than in one which is more expensive, 
though it usually huppons that tho owners of 
more expensive buildings nro better prepared 
to equip themselves with a complete arrange- 
ment than thoso who have to do with tho 
moro modern structures. 

Tho ideu in all theso kitchen plans is that it 
and its annexes of china closet and kitchen 
pantry form tho workrooms of tho house, and 
as such should bo treatod from a labor saving 
standpoint. Tho saving of ouo step in tho 
performance of a single operation will save a 
hundred when the performance of that opera- 
tion Li multiplied by this number. In every

kitchen there should be the sink with tho table 
on one sido of it and a drain board uu<! table 
on tho other. Those should bo adjaceut to tho 
kitchen range. In the pantry shelves and 
drawers, a dough board and u pluco for a re- 
frigerator with drain connection to the out- 
side and good ventilation aro desirable. 

A very nice arrangement to add to an or- 
dinary panty is a cooler set into tho wall 
which projects to tho outside. It is a lat- 
ticed box covered with slats and wire ou tho 
inside. In it may be placed cooked food to 
cool or food which it is desirublo to keep cool 
during cold weather. Tho slats protect tho 
articles from view from tho outside, nnd the 
wire screen protects it from flies during the 
summer. On the inside is a door which separ- 
ates tho coolor from tho insido of tho room. 

Tho second floor arrangement of this 
building suits tho requirements of tho peoplo 
who occupy tho house. An additional room 
could bo provided in place of a storo room, 
ami tho attic bo used for that purpose. The 
closets iu all rooms aro of largo size and tho 
entire arrangement liberuL Tho back bed- 
rooms aro sepuruted from those in front. 

Quito a chapter might bo written about 
attics. In the minds of many housekeepers 
au attic is "a place to put things.'’ Often- 
times in houses which aro measurably well 
cared for iu tlio lower floors tho attic is in a 
fearful state of ilLsorder.

A Man’s flood and nnd Qualities Can Usu- 
ally IH Read by the Stylo of Ills Facial 
Adornment — It Appears That the Hare- 
faced Man Has a Little the nest of It, 

The subject of boards furnishes nn in- 
teresting study ns indicating the dispo- 
sitions of persons. There is nothing par- 
ticularly marked about the characteris- 
tics of the “beardless youth,” as his 
purposes in life and his clmrncter can 
hardly lie snid to be fixed. However, ns 
he grows into manhood, nnd matures his 
beard to ids taste, tlio style ho finally 
adopts will usually indicate his ideas of 
life. There is, of course, nothing par- 
ticularly remarkable about young mus- 
taches, nnd tho little dudish side whisk- 
ers, worn wedge shape just below the 
ears. They may be termed simply freaks 
of youth. The absence altogether of 
whiskers and mustache in a man whose 
clmrncter and habits of life imve become 
fixed and unchangeable, indicates a 
frank, open hearted disposition, with a 
great regard for the truth and the cour- 
age to tell it, with nothing to conceal and 
a conscientiousness that is as clear and 
apparent as his clean shaven face. He 
is usually n plain, unpretentious man, 
who pays more attention to the storing 
of his mind with useful information and 
the domestic side of life than tho adorn- 
ment of his person. 

HE OF THE IRON WILL. 

The man of iron will and firmness of 
purpose is lie who wears a full, thick, 
stubby beard. If lie is a man of brain 
and has had the benefit of cultured ex- 
perience, although firm in his purj>oses 
and unchangeable in his ideas, ho will 
grant you your argument if you are rea- 
sonable. But on the other hand, if ho is 
uncultured and inexperienced in busi- 
ness affairs, he will prove to bo an un- 
compromising tyrant, uncouth and over- 
bearing in the extreme. Having only a 
superficial knowledge of letters, he will 
not permit you to give nn opinion con- 
trary to his own. The long, flowing, 
pointed beard, worn by such church re- 
formers as Wiclif and John Calvin did 
not indicate any particular trait of char- 
acter in their day, as they were only 
worn to serve as a contrast to the clean 
shaven faces of the Roman Catholic 
priesthood. These long beurds are worn 
as a rule by the clergy of some denomi- 
nations today. There is a pious stateli- 
ness about them very becoming to doc- 
tors of divinity. The elongation of the 
countenance is materially aided by such 
beards, ami the changes of facial expres- 
sion are not so plainly observable. A 
man with such a beard has little trouble 
to look pious, no matter how great a 
sinner he may be. Ordinarily persons 
in this day nnd age who emulate this 
style of beard may bo found active 
members of 6ome church, or hovering 
about the vestibule of the house of the 
Lord, borrowing religion for some sinis- 
I ter or mercenary motive. If his motives 
i are not pure, be is what we would com- 
; monly call a hypocrite. If pure, his 
j thoughts are of a theological turn, and 
lie will pay less attention to accumulat- 
ing a little of this world’s goods than to 
! the details of the church. Men who wear 
their beards in this style are usually 
lovers of fine horses, ami to distinguish 
between tlio livery man and the deacon 
you have only to contrast the quick 
twinkle of the former’s eye with tlio soft, 
mild expression of that of the latter. 

Perhaps the most marked index of 
character is furnished by what is com- 
monly called Burnsides, and the more 
of the bare chin that is shown, nnd the 
heavier and moro pointed the whiskers, 
the greater is the measure of self con- 
ceit.

01111,8’ PHYSICAL EDUCATION. 

“Tho education of girls from a medical 
stand point” was the subject of the last 
annual address before tho Michigan state 
medical society at Detroit, by Dr. Ed- 
ward W. Jenks, vice-president of the 
American gynecological society. This 
subject was chosen in consequence of the 
many letters which had been received re- 
garding this subject, which he had 
briefly treated at a meeting of tho De- 
troit gynecological society, where he 
made tho education of girls as affecting 
our country's future the subject for 
discussion. From tho interest shown. 
Dr. Jenks says he is more firmly con- 
vinced than ever before that this is a sub- 
ject of major importance. His address is 
printed by the state medical society of 
Michigan for general distribution. Tho 
drift of Dr. Jenk’s talk is indicated when 
he says: “By education I do not desig- 
nate only mental training by study, which 
is its most commonly accepted meaning, 
but I use it in its broadest signification: 
tho drawing out of all tho powers of the 
human being, moral, intellectual and 
physical. The parent, teachers and 
preachers have usually shown themselves 
capable of caring for the first two, but 
who interests himself for the last? Who 
troubles himself about the body except 
to dose it when it is ill, or dress it be- 
comingly when it is well?” 

He combats the opinion that develop- 
ment of the intellectual powers is gained 
at the expense of the physical, and does 
not agree with those who hold that the 
physical degeneracy of the American 
girl of the latter part of the 10th century 
is due to the “high pressure of education- 
al infiuence,” as the late Dr. Nathan 
Allen asserted in a paper read before the 
American institute some years ago. Dr. 
Jenks says education “should have ref- 
erence to the future as well as the present, 
to the body, as well as to the mind, for 
the highest developemont of brain and 
nerve tissue alone will never go far to- 
ward educating a race; in fact it will 
cause it to run out.” bpeakiug more 
particularly, he says that because a girl 
has not the strength to carry out the 
routine of school she should not consider 
herself an invalid and be allowed to mope 
about the house, passing her time in 
reading sensational novels. “It is an ob- 
served fact that the emotional element 
occupies a greater place in woman’s 
nature that in man’s, and as one should 
expect reaches its maximum in those of 
nervous temperament. This is a piece 
of information so ancient that one feels 
like prefacing it with an apology uutil he 
looks about him for methods based upon 
its indications, then indeed, lie might 
think he had said thenewest thing under 
the sun.” 

Within certain limits lie believes in 
■“accomplishments,” but when long 
liours are devoted to piano practice, 
painting, fine needlework, etc., without 
intervals of outdoor exercise, these limits 
arc passed. “Accomplishments adorn 
most when a woman has an educated in- 
tellect and a healthy, well-developed 
body.” The attempt to participate in 
social pleasures and fulfil school duties 
at the same time, lie says, militates alike 
against good scholarship and good 
health. Dr. Jenks calls attention to the 
fact that there are certain qualities of 
mind and body possessed bv our girls to 
a noticeable degree, of which we, as 
Americans, may weil be proud, and 
makes this significant remark: “The 
spirit of freedom which permeates every 
■class in this republic has touched the 
■daughters as well as the sous, and the in- 
dividual as well as the mass.” 

After enlarging upon this idea and de- 
monstrating that liberty of opinion is a 
girl’s birthright; that tier rights as a 
human being are not curtailed by sex 
alone; that capacity is her only boundary, 
that she has a right to do whatever she 
can do honestly and well, lie says: “But, 
■endowed by nature by gifts which any 
might envy, the American girl is so 
frequently handicapped by an inferior 
physique, that she cannot always finish 
the race in which she should be victor. 
She is expected to win, and yet she is 
persistently too heavily weighted.” The 
point of his adress is reaehed in this, 
that “whatever women gain for them- 
selves will not bo merely an ephemeral 
possession, for some part will be handed 
down to their daughters; and more to 
their sons,” so that Oliver Wendell 
Holmes’s quaint suggestion that we 
might be different if we could have 
superintended the education of our 
grandmothers may lie considered 
Jproplietic of our granddaughters.

hack in the preserving-pan. Allow three- 
quarters of a pound of loaf-sugar to one 
pound of fruit; put the sugar and fruit 
into the juice; boii rapidly for an hour, 
very frequently stirring it, as it burns 
easily; skim in the usual way, and, when 
it looks clear and jellies quickly when 
dropped on a plate, it is done. l*ut into 
jars, and cover when cold. Some people 
add a few drops of cochineal when taken 
off the fire, to make it a deeper red; but, 
if quickly boiled and well skimmed, it is 
pretty enough without any additional 
color. If possible, quinces should ho 
peeled and cored with a silver or plated 
knife, as it keeps them a hotter color. 

Quince jam: Peel and quarter your 
quinces, leaving the seeds in, as they 
readily impart their niucilago to water, 
and thus thicken tho sirup. Allow 
three-quarters of a pound of loaf-sugar 
to one pound of fruit; put the fruit and 
sugar into a preserving-pan, and half a 
tea-cupful of water to moisten the bot- 
tom of tho pan; stir the fruit and sugar 
frequently, and when it boils, keep it 
boiling rapidly until the fruit is soft and 
a clear rod color. It will take about an 
hour, reckoning from the first boiling up. 
Put into jam-pots, ami cover when cold.

“The 
Isthmus Canal and American Control,” 
by Stuart F. Weld, is a consideration of 
the policy promulgated by the United 
States Government in its desire to con- 
trol the Inter-Oceanic Canal. Frank Gav- 
lord Cook has an article on “James Wil- 
son,” a Scotchman who settled in Penn- 
sylvania, and whose service in behalf of 
the Constitution of the United States are 
too little known. Still another sketch, 
of the “Americans at the First Bastille 
Celebration” (by J. G. Alger), completes 
the most important articles. Miss Jewett 
is at her best in a pretty sketch, l -* The 
White lio.se Ro id,” and two weird stories 
will be found in “Voodooiam in Ten- 
nessee” and “The Gold Heart.” Mrs. 
Preston’s poem “Phryne’s Test.” an odd 
paper on “TheBlackMadonnaof Loretto,” 
and Messrs. James’s and Bynner’s serials 
(the latter with a scene in the old 
Philipse Manor-House, New York) go far 
towards filling a number which has noth- 
ing not valuable.

Wide Awake for September opens the 
new serial by Susan Coolidge, a story for 
girls who have their living to earn; it is 
called “A Little Knight ot Labor” — one 
of those stoiies that are enjoyed equally 
by young and old. The Peppers serial 
by Margaret Sidney, is full of good times 
and exciting happenings, as is usual 
with the Peppers household. An article 
that will be read with interest relates to

—perhaps the most eutertaining of them 
all; it is entitled “My Dinner at Kensing- 
ton Palace” and there are numberless 
other good things. 


The Late Prof. Loomis of Yale. 

Those who have been students at Yale 
sinco 1800, have a vivid recollection of 
tho spare, austere, reserved, solitary 
man who was a terror to most of them 
in tho class-room each term, to whom 
tlioy felt that the mathematical problems 
that wrought their confusion were tri- 
fles worth no second thought, whom no 
one of them knew socially and whom in- 
deed few wanted to know. It was not 
that he was unkind or harsh. They mere- 
ly felt that he dwelt wholly in a region 
apart, one of figures and curves mid un- 
known quantities, orbits of far-sweeping 
comets, elemental forces among which 
he sought for the rule aud order of their 
development, a region as wholly aside 
from the ordinary life of men, especially 
young men, as could be imagined. They 
respected his learning and his trained 
brain, but they were content to have as 
little as possiblo to say to him in the reci- 
tation room or elsewhere. His delight 
was original research; probably the great 
drawback to his life was the daily need 
of hearing the rudiments of the higher 
mathematics gone over again and agaiu 
by a class. Ou the other hand ho was 
not slow to recognize mathematical abil- 
ity in his pupils. His dryness was less 
dry and a sort of content rested on him 
when he saw good work being done. It 
was plain enough for those with ail eye 
to see, though it was not pronounced. 
There was no affectation or liumbuggery. 
Even those who had suffered most before 
him usually found at the end that they 
weut away with an unfeigned respect and 
something approaching a liking for the 
man with whom they had probably nev- 
er exchanged twenty words outside the 
work of the class-room. — Hartford Cou- 
raut*

iftecipc* for the Season. 

Apple jelly: Quarter the apples with- 
out peeling or coring them. Put them in 
a saucepan with just enough water to 
cover them, and then let them boil about 
five minutes. Then put them into a bag 
and let it drain until next day. Put half 
a pound of sugar to a pint of the liquid, 
and boil it as currant jelly. 

Apple marmalade: A peck of apples 
trot all ripe, hut lull-grown; quarter and 
take out the cores, but do not pare them. 
Put them in a preserving-pan with a gal- 
lon of water, and boil moderately until 
the pulp will allow itself to lie squeezed 
through a cheese-cloth, only leaving the 
peels behind. To each quart of pulp, add 
one pound or more of loaf-sugar, broken 
up in small pieces. Boil all together for 
40 minutes, keeping it stirred. It keeps 
best in large pots. 

Whole pears preserved: To each pound 
tori a halt of pears, allow one pound of 
loaf wogar, a gill of water, the juice and 
rind of a quarter lemon, and a tiny bit of 
«rhole ginger. Make a sirup of this, boil- 
ing and skimming for half an hour. 
Then put in the pears (previously peeled) 
and boil 20 minutes, take them up care- 
lu-.Ny and boil the sirup by itself 10 
minutes longer. If coloring is liked, pul 
iu a few drops of cochineal, put back the 
pears, just give them another boil; bottle 
while hot 

Quince jolly: Cut very ripe quinces iu- 
tovhiu slices; do not peel, core or re- 
move the seeds; press them down in a 
preserving-pan, and cover them with 
water: stow gently until quite soft and 
pulpy : turn them into a jelly-bag, and let 
tbu juice trickle through without any 
pressure. If the juice does not look 
clear enough, pass it through the ielly- 
bag again, after the pulp is removed and 
the bag rinsed. Measure the juice, ami 
to every pint uliow 1 2 ounces ot crushed 
loaf-sugar; pul it into the pan. and boil 
it rapidly for 20 minutes, skimming it 
well. Drop a spoonful on a plate to see 
if it jellies, aud, when done, pour it into 
glasses or jars. 

Quince marmalade: 1’eol and core sum

THE NONANTUM WORSTED CO. 

[The articles in this Herics upon “Our 
Manufacturing Industries” are founded 
upon the editor’s personal investigation 
and inquiry. Tito conclusions, of course, 
are our own, and the managers and pro- 
prietors of the different mills or factories 
are in no way responsible for them.

In walking through tho Nonantum 
Mills the other day tho Tariff Reformer 
found himself “looking buck ward,” and 
wishing that iho past might see some- 
thing of tho present.

Your transforma- 
tions. too, wero unintelligible, but our 
magic is all plain; the turns of your 
wand, you will admit, always suggested 
a sleight of hand not strictly honest. 
But there is nothing sub rosa about tho 
turns of our cylinders and spindles; they 
unroll before your eyes every step in our 
legerdemain. Here lie tho great wool 
sacks from China and from California, 
from Tnrkev and from Texas, from Aus- 
tralia and from Arizona. Watch tho 
sorting, the washing, and tho scouring; 
tho carding, the combing, and the pull- 
ing; the spinning, tho dyeing, and tho 
weaving! All simple, all clear, all easy, 
—and yet only the moro wonderful as it 
is so simple, clear, and easy. Ah ! you 
wish to go all over it again? 1 cannot 
stop; but seeing is believing, isn’t it? 

And the other visitor from the past, 
what’ would he think of the marvel? But 
wonder as ho might at the magic ma- 
chinery of the nineteenth century, Alex- 
ander Hamilton would wonder more to 
hear how the government encourages 
this industry; modern methods of legis- 
lation would amaze him evon more than 
modern methods of manufacture. 

The Nonantum Worsted Company is 
the largest manufacturing establishment 
in Newton, and employs over six hund- 
red operatives. Its chief product is 
worsted yarns made in a multitude of 
qualities and sizes, each colored in over 
thirty different ways. The Star Light 
yarns find a market in every part of the 
Union. IIow do our beneficent tariff 
laws promote this industry? 

The first way in which tho tariff pro- 
motes this industry is by giving the 
owners the privilege of charging every- 
body seventy per cent, more for their 
goods than foreign manufacturers can. 
(Washington, Hamilton and Clay please 
note that seventy per cent.) It is certain 
that “we, tho people,” pay that seventy 
per cent., because tho European paupers 
import and sell in the United States an- 
nually a million and a half dollars’ worth 
of similar goods. If domestic yarns 
were only sixty per cent, higher than 
foreign ones, the latter of course could 
not be sent here and sold. However, we 
don’t imagine that tho Nonantum Worst- 
ed Company is making seventy per cent. 
Congressional ingenuity has managed to 
divide it around. Read: 

The second way in which tho Tariff 
promotes this industry is by taxing it 75 
cents for every ton of coal used. It must 
need thousands of tons yearly to tun tho 
massive engines which give life and 
strength to all these marvellous ma- 
chines.

Massachusetts In Congress. 

What a pitiful contrast with tho old 
day in the Forties, when Wohstcr nnd 
Wfnthrop wero leaders of debate, or iu 
the Fifties and Sixties when Everett and 
Rantoul, Sumner nnd Wilson, Bur- 
lingame and Rice, Banks nnd Hooper, 
shaped legislation for tho whole country. 
Compare thesn names with those of to- 
day and wo see at a glance why Massa- 
chusetts has bocme insignificant at the 
seat of power, unable to protect her in- 
terests in tho fierce contest for commer- 
cial advantage which rages in Congress 
as everywhere. Who ever hoars from a 
Massachusetts Representative? Tho men 
from Ohio, Pennsylvania, Now York, 
Texas, are at tho front, with new meas- 
ures and ideas, leading, proposing, con- 
trolling. But the eleven men of Massa- 
chusetts sit iu tho obscure corners and 
listen for tho crack of the party whip. 
A single conspicuous example will serve 
for all. It was with the fondest antici- 
pations a few years ago that Massachu- 
setts sent John D. Long to represent her 
in the halls of Congress. Was he not n 
scholar, a poet, an orator, a lawyer, a 
statesman, nn ex-Governor? So indeed 
it seemed. But his congressional career 
is closed and we cannot recall that it ever 
made a ripple; his congressional record 
is made up and if it ever left a footprint 
on the sands of time the waves of ob- 
livion have already erased it from sight. 
And what other result could be expected 
for a mau who for long years could 
calmly watch tho destruction of the 
forges and machine shops of his con- 
stituency and the embarrassment of its 
woollen mills, while at the same time 
declaring by his votes that tho gilded 
millionaires of Pennsylvania have a di- 
vine right to tax the plain manufacturer 
of Massachusetts out of existence? Ho 
is a distinguished victim of the deadly 
high-taiiff blight which poisons and par- 
alyzes all within its influence. But Mas- 
sachusetts cannot thus he neglected and 
abused forever. New elections are not 
far off. Tho grand old State has plenty 
of good blood, brains and backbone and 
her citizens must pusli them to the fore. 
Lot us even now prepare for ti e elec- 
tions of 181K), by searching out new men 
for congressional candidates, men of 
broad views, positive convictions, and 
with courage and ability to support their 
convictions. E. Z.

NEXT TUESDAY’S ELECTION. 


The special election for an alderman 
from Ward Seven to succeed Judge Ken- 
nedy will bo hold uext Tuesday and all 
who can do so should make it a point to 
vote. The vote will naturally be light, 
at this time of the year, when so many 
are out of town, and as there is only one 
official to bo voted for in all the wards but 
Ward Five, which elects a councilman. 
But Mr. Hamblen deserves the compli- 
ment of a full vote, and if he can give so 
much of his time to the city, voters can 
surely give the five minutes that it will 
take to deposit a vote. 

So far as now appears there will be uo 
other candidate in the field, and Mr. Ham- 
blen has worked so faithfully for the city 
that there should be no opposition to his 
promotion to the higher branch. He 
would have had the nomination anyway 
at the end of the year, so that it is ouly 
anticipating by a few months. 

It was found to be impracticable to or- 
der another election for his successor as 
councilman, as was at first intended, as 
there was not time for the board of al- 
dermen to get together and pass the or- 
der, so that another special electiou will 
be necessary ip Ward Seveu, but as it 
will affect only one ward the expense 
will not be great. 

A caucus is to be held Saturday night 
in Ward Five to nominate a successor to 
Councilman Hale, and Mr. E. L. Collins 
will probably be nominated, so that the 
growing village of Wabau may have a 
representative in the City Council. Up- 
per Falls has the alderman, the High- 
lands one councilman, and with the oth- 
er chosen from Waban, things would be 
divided very evenly in that ward. 

As the polls will close at 2 o’clock in 
the afternoon, it will be necessary for 
All who wish to vote to do so before that 
hour. This is a change from the usual 
method, but as the most of the votes are 
Always cast in the morning it will cause 
no great inconvenieuce.

manipulator has never been ns success- 
ful in Massachusetts ns in some of the 
other States, and it is only by having the 
best sentiment of the party largely rep- 
resented at the caucuses that our politics 
can be kept pure. 

We have an opportunity this fall to 
put tho Republican pnrty of Massachu- 
setts back on the high piano it once oc- 
cupied and it only remains for the people 
to do their duty at the caucuses to havo 
such a program carried out. 


THE NEWTON STREET RAILWAY. 


In Professor Francis Newton Thorpe's 
recent work upon the Government of the 
Uuited States there are several chapters 
on the caucus system, which is the foun- 
dation of our politics. If no interest is 
taken in the caucus aud the disinterest- 
ed citizens who do not want office stay 
away, then the management of conven- 
tions is sure to fall into unworthy hands. 
In a thinly attended caucus it is easy for 
the bosse* to get their heelers out and 
defeat the wishes of the people. That 
this is so has been proved so many times 
that no one would think of disputing it. 
If unfit nominations are made it is be- 
cause the people do not take the trouble 
to »ee that proper delegates are selected 
Iu the caucuses. 

In a few weeks theKepublican caucuses 
will bo called, and the voters of Newton 
should sou to it that delegates are chos- 
en who will represent their wishes. The 
seutimciit of the majority of voters here 
, is generally correct, and Newtou has as 
'few professional politicians as any city 
of its size, hut it is always better to be 
c>u tlie safe side, and the State issues are 
snob this fall as to appeal directly to the 
voters. Whether they favor one or the 
other of the two leading candidates for 
governor, the voters should see that their 
caucuses elect delegates who will repre- 
sent tho wishes of tho majority. Prof. 
Thorpe says in regard to the subject: 

■“As an entire political system of free 
■government in this country starts in the 
caucus, it is absolutely necessary for tho 
welfare of the people, both in local and 
national affairs, that th s caucus he kept 
just and pure. The responsibility of the 
citizen in such a government as ours re- 
quires him to be very bold, very just aud 
very persistent in bis demands for the 
PFKITY OK AI.L POLITICAL MANAGE- 
MENT. The subject is of the greatest 
practical importance and touches every 
right, of the citizen, industrial, political, 
social aud inoral. It cannot be too plain- 
ly nu'li v stood that the demoralization of' 
our polities means the ruin of our iunl : tU’ 
lions and our extinction an a nation 

The italics are made by the author and 
lie certainly does not put the case too 
strongly. The contest between the poli- 
ticians aud the people is a never-ending 
o io, and the voters cannot insist too 
s rongly on being represented by the best 
men iu tho party, men who by reason of 
their moral character, ability aud repu- 
tation are tilted to lead. The political 


In another column will be found an in- 
terview with President Morse of tho 
Newton Street Railway company, telling 
of tho plans of the company, the rea- 
sons for the delay in the building of the 
road and some changes that will he asked 
for. There is little doubt that the 
changes in the route from Watertown to 
Waltham will be granted, as they will be 
for the benefit of tho peoplo of the three 
towns through which tho road will pass. 
The former route through Main street 
from Waltham to Watertown would ac- 
commodate but few people, some 500, 
most of whom keep carriages, and who 
are therefore independent of a street 
railway, hut by the proposed new route, 
the road goes down Newton, River and 
Pleasant streets to Watertown, along 
which route some 5,000 people live, who 
have no other means of conveyance than 
a street railway, and it would accommo- 
date those who work at tho Bleacliery, 
Davis A Farnham's foundry, ..Etna Mills, 
and be within two minutes’ walk of the 
Nonantum Mills and North Village. The 
people along this route desire the rail- 
way, and there will probably be no ob- 
jection to the proposed change. The 
Main street line will be built later, but 
the company wish their road to pay from 
tho start and therefore seek the route 
that will bring them most patronage. 

The company are to ask for some slight 
changes, which will necessitate a hearing 
in this city aleo, in regard to the manner 
of building the railway; for instance, the 
flood at Johnson washed out the facto- 
ries so that steel chairs cannot be ob- 
tained, but it can build just as good a 
railway without them by another method 
which is beiug adopted by nearly all the 
electric railways. It also wishes to heavi 
ly concrete the road in certain places 
instead of macadamizing it. These 
changes will doubtless be granted with- 
out question. Contracts are now beiug 
made for the rails and ties, and with the 
contractors for the work, and if all the 
necessary orders are granted next week, 
tte work will begin the week after. 


Eugene Field has evidently never 
visited Newton, but that does not pre- 
veut his writing it up in a very fascinat- 
ing style. He describes how Marie Jan 
s :n spent a month's vacation at Newton, 
which he declares is “one of the oldest 
s aports along the New England coast; it 
used to be a prosperous whaling station, 
but many years ago it fell into decay, and 
n >\v it is a veritable Sleepy Iloll jw. This 
semi-comatose community was thrown 
into a state of vast excitemeut by the 
arrival of the famous soubrette, who 
trrvelled incognito as Miss Harriet M. 
Johnson. It was rumored that she was 
a Cuban heiress, hut this false rumor 
was corrected by the Newtou Weekly 
Palladium, whose editor had once visited 
New York on a free railway pass.” Mr. 
Field then goes on to describe how Miss 
Jansen went battling in the surf 
on Xonantum’s beach, in a way to 
make his readers believe that 
Newtou is really a sea shore 
resort, iustead of being at the head of 
tide water navigation on the Charles. 
The article certainly proves the versatil- 
ity of Chicago journalists, although it 
is hardly adapted for outside circulation. 


In regard to the assault being made 
upon Councilman Moody by another 
paper it is only necessary to remember 
that the councilman is a member of tho 
printing committee, and that a certain 
party did not get the contract for the 
city printing. He also gives a careful 
s rutiuy to all printing hills against the 
city, as it is his duty to do, and if he has 
sometimes felt called upon to object to 
certain hills which ho considered ex- 
orbitant, he ought not to ho persecuted 
for only doing his duty. As the city 
solicitor at the beginning of the year 
told Mayor Burr that there was no legal 
objections to the almshouse supplies be- 
ing bought of Mr. Moody, there is cer- 
tainly no occasion for worry, if a few 
dollars of the city's money find their 
way to his store. 


Gov. Ames signed tho petition for 
free iron and says that he (lid it to save 
the iron industry in Now England, which 
is fast being exterminated by tho present 
policy. The govornor still professes to 
he n staunch pvotoctionist, hut ho does 
not believo in lotting politics interfere 
with his business. New England has 
paid tribute to Pennsylvania about long 
cuough. is tho coiiciso way in which the 
signers of tho free iron petition put it. 


The special election next Tuesday is 
for an alderman from Ward Seven, who 
will bo voted for in all the wards, and for 
a councilman in Ward Five. It was 
found impracticable to order an election 
for councilman in Wnrd Seven at this 
time and that will ho held later, but ns 
only Ward Seven will havo to vote, the 
expense will ho trifling. 


Chairman Coffin will call a meeting 
of tho Republican ward and city com- 
mittee next week, to fix a date for tho 
caucuses to elect delegates to tho state, 
senatorial, county and councillor conven- 
tions. The date will probably be Satur- 
day evening, Sept. 14th, as that will givo 
plenty of time before the state conven- 
tion meets, on Sept. 25tli. 


All nominations for State offices this 
year must be certified at the office of the 
Secretary of State by October 22 at the 
latest. Political committees will see 
the advantage of holding all caucuses 
and conventions at a date sufficic ntly early 
to givo chance for corrections and pre- 
paration of papers before the 22d.

The patient should be removed 
to a cool spot, the clothing removed or j 
loosened, and cold water applied to the ! 
head. Complete recovery from the ef- I 
fects may not take place for years. 

The third form is the most severe, and 
in the majority of cases proves fatal. 
Tlie sufferer becomes unconscious, the 
skin is dry, the pulse slow and full, the 
face flushed, and the breathing labored. 
Generally there is entire unconsciousness, 
and sometimes convulsions. The tem- 
perature runs excessively high, and the 
tirst attempt should be to bring it to the 
normal point. For this purpose cold 
baths and the application of ice are indi- 
cated. As soon as the temperature is 
lessened stimulation must he commenced 
to counteract the great depression which 
always follows. It is important to re- 
member that there is little danger from 
heat so long as the perspiration is free. 
By bearing this in mind many who are 
exposed might no doubt avert the threat- 
ened attack by leaving w’ork and seeking 
shelter as soon ns the diminution in per- 
spiration is noticed. — New Orleans Pica- 
yune.

Mr. T. P. O'Connor has thus descrilied 
Mr. Gladstone’s appearance while they 
were out for a walk together at Hawar- 
den:

Plant Worship. 

The plant worship, which holds so 
prominent a place in the history of the 
primitive races of mankind, would ap- 
pear to have sprung from a perception 
of tho beauty and utility of trees. Sur- 
vivals of this still linger on in many 
parts of Europe. The peasants in Bohe- 
mia will sally forth into their gardens 
before sunrise on Good Friday and, fall- 
ing upon their knees beforo a tree, will 
exclaim: "I pray, O green tree, that God 
may mnke tlieo good." At night time 
they will run to and fro about their gar- 
dens crying: “Bud, O trees, bud, or I 
will flog you.” 

In our own country the Devonshire 
farmers and their men will to this day 
go out into their orchards after supper 
on tho evening of Twelfth day, carrying 
with them a largo milk pail of cider, 
with roasted apples pressed into it. All 
present hold in their hands an earthen- 
ware cup filled with liquor, and taking 
up their stand beneath those apple trees 
which have borne the most fruit, address 
them in these words: 

"Health to thee, good apple tree, 

Well to bear pocket fulls, bat fulls. 

Peck fulls, bushel bag fulls!" 
simultaneously dashing the contents of 
their cups over the trees. The observ- 
ance of Ibis ceremony, which is locally 
known as “wassailing,” is enjoined by 
Thomas Tusser in his work entitled 
“Five Hundred Points of Good Hus- 
bandry,” wherein he bids the husband- 
man: 

Wassail the trees that they may boar 
You many a plum and many a pear; 

For more or less fruit they will bring, 

As you do them wassailing.

The Shah's Mascot. 

A new and noticenble figure among tho 
numerous dignitaries and officials in tho 
suite of tho shah of Persia is a young boy 
of 12, whom the shah lias covered with 
dignities and titles, and who is an object 
of envy and fear to most of his majesty’s 
ministers. His name is Goolamali Khan. 
He is the director of the corps of “royal 
pages,” and one of his titles is Azizus- 
Sultan, “Favorite of the Monarch.” 
Neither minister, vizier nor royal prince 
has ever yet been allowed to sit at the 
shah’s table, but Goolamali Khan is an 
exception to this law of the Persians. He 
is constantly by his master’s side, and 
has more servants to wait upon him than 
any two of the royal ministers. The ex- 
planation of this extraordinary treat- 
ment is to be found in the Persian mon- 
arch's conviction that his life is insepar- 
ably and mysteriously bound up with 
that of Goolamali Khun, and that wise 
men have foretold that the shah’s death 
will be preceded only a few days by that 
of his young favorite; that the health and 
prosperity of the latter will mean the 
health and prosperity of the former, and 
that, generally, whatever befalls this lit- 
tle one will also happen to his royal pro- 
tector. This belief has resulted in tho 
boy leading a life of ease and luxury un- 
known to the most fortunate courtiers 
in Teheran. He was seated on the knees 
of two magnificent grandees on tho 
shah’s entry into St. Petersburg.— New 
York Star. 1 

The Cause of Fainting. 

Chief among the causes of fainting at- 
tacks in churches and other places of 
public meeting are overheating and im- 
purity of atmosphere. Botli are to a 
great extent preventable, but, though 
some success has been gained in the way 
of prevention, much remains to be done 
before the air in our large assembly 
rooms can be regarded as pure enough to 
meet tho requirements of a large audi- 
ence. The introduction of the electric 
light has brought some relief, and tho 
purifying effect of artificial ventilation, 
as represented by the fan system and the 
heated exit flue, is quite appreciable. 
There is still, however, a wide field open, 
and the inventor of a perfect system of 
ventilation for public buildings will not 
only be a public benefactor, but should 
also reap a very substantial reward. — 
New York Telegram.

A HAUNTED SPOT. 

The Mysterious Spirit of Myrtle Pond la 

Georgia — The Story. 

There is a lonely nnd sequestered spot 
in tho woods around Brunswick, where 
no negro man. woman or child will dare 
bo found. 

In what is generally known as Fulton’s 
pnsture, near Dixville and facing the 
boulevard, is a pond of stagnant water, 
the surroundings of which are all sug- 
gestive of quiet and solitude. The sur- 
face of the |>ond is dotted with small 
clumps of sand, upon which a myrtle 
bush grows. The pond itself is about 
500 yards in circumference, with an aver- 
age depth of one nnd a half feet. 

It is said that no negro will go near 
this pond at any hour of the day, and 
investigation has proven this statement 
to be true. Upon questioning one of 
these prejudiced darkies, n reporter 
learned the following cause for shunning 
it by the colored people. 

Way hack yonder in the early part of 
the year I860, a young negro girl was 
sent by her mother to gather wood in 
the neighborhood ef the pond and she 
never returned. Senrch was made for 
her, but nothing was found except her 
wide brimmed hat, which was found 
floating on the stagnant water. The 
community was aroused and turned out 
en masse to find the missing child. They 
failed to find her. 

One dark night, about one year after 
this strange disappearance, a lone negro 
fisherman landed at the bluff, near where 
the boulevard bridge now stands, and 
gathering up his oars, oarlocks and the 
few fish he had been fortunate enough 
to catch, proceeded on his way home. 

It being considerably nearer for him to 
“cut" through these woods,’ he did so 
and Imd to pass directly by the pond in 
question. As he picked his way care- 
fully through the underbrush, his keen 
sighted eyes peering eagerly through the 
darkness, a strange sound met his ears. 

It was the voice of a child, singing some 
weird and discordant notes of a well 
known plantation air. The fisherman 
paused and listened. It seemed ns if the 
source of the song was drawing nearer. 
At last, almost paralyzed with fear, the 
old negro called out: 

“Who’s there?” 

The song suddenly ceased and an an- 
swering voice was heard: 

“The spirit of Myrtle pond.” 

So weird and unearthly was the an- 
swer that the old negro turned and ran 
in the direction from which he came, 
while the ghostly music was resumed. 

The fisherman reached his cottage by 
a more roundabout way that night, and 
his family, in their humble cot, listened 
to his recital of the thrilling experience 
he had passed through. The story spread 
until it was general talk among the su- 
perstitious negroes, and not one dared 
approach the pond.

Kelutious of tho Sonnes. 

Dr. Urbanschitsch, of Vienna, has for 
some time past been engaged in a series 
of experiments on the mutual action of 
the sense organs, and the results he has 
obtained are most curious. The senses 
of sight and hearing were shown by these 
experiments to be to some extent de- 
pendent on each other. Colored plates 
were placed at a distance where the col- 
ors could scarcely be distinguished, but 
on the production of various sounds the 
colors were more readily recognized, the 
colors becoming the more distinct the 
higher the pitch of the same. Printed 
matter could also be read in a dimly 
lighted room much better if the ears 
were simultaneously employed in receiv- 
ing sounds than in complete silence. In 
like manner the activity of the eyes aid 
in the recognition of sounds. The tick- 
ing of a watch was found to be more 
easily heard in tho light with the eyes 
open than in the dark with the eyes 
closed. 

Various colors of light were found to 
• ary in their effects upon the uuditory 
organs, red and green strengthening and 
blue and green weakening them. In the 
case of taste and smell corresponding 
effects were observed. Light in general, 
and particularly red and green, heightens 
their sensitiveness, while blue and yel- 
low’, and still more darkness, reduce it. 
If a person is exposed to red or green 
light he can taste, not merely with the 
anterior edges of the Jougue, but w'ith 
its whole surface. There is a curious 
reciprocal action between the sense of 
touch and the heat sense, w’hich, chough 
they have not distinct organs, are cer- 
tainly not identical. If the skin is 
tickled with a hair and the hand is then 
plui. -d into hot water the sensation 
ceases. If. on the other hand, any part 
of tho body is tickled, and the hand or 
foot is thrust into cold water, the chilly 
feeling is intensified. — Boston Herald.
